“Is there an agreement between the 
three big coffee-roasting concerns as to what 
they shall charge?” asked Senator Lexow. 

None whatever,” replied the witness. 

Mr. Jarvie said that at the time the Have- 
meyers bought the control of the Woolson 
mills the market price of Rio coffee such as 
is put up in packages was 10 cents a pound, 
and that the roasters sold it to the jobbers 
for 15 cents a pound. The Havemeyers had 
cut the price at the Woolson mills to 13 cents 
a pound, and the Arbuckles had thereupon 
reduced to 13% cents a pound, at which fig- 
ure there was no profit at all.

Blossoming at its first banquet, held at the 
Auditorium last night, the Merchants’ club 
of Chicago witnessed a clash at arms be- 
tween Washington Hesing on one side and 
Mayor Swift, backed by the Rev. Simon J. 

They were dis- 
cussing the topic of the evening, The 
Needs of the City of Chicago.“

Chicago, he declared, was the most salubri- 
ous large city in the world. Comparison of 
the Western metropolis, with its rapid and 
immense growth, with older cities was dep- 
recated as unfair and unwarranted, especial- 
ly by residents here.

Engines of the Monitor Puritan Do Not 
Work Smoothly and the Ship 
Is Unseaworthy. 


May 19, 1890—Battleship Indiana caught fire. Its 
bunker plates buckled and its steam pipes were

t. 12. 1896—The Indiana narrowly escaped de- 
struction, both of its monster turrets breaking 
loose in a storm and the big guns threatening to 
wreck it. 

Sept. 16, 1896—Battleship Texas struck a rock near 
the torpedo station at Newport. 

Nov. 9, 1896—The Texas sunk at ite dock in Brook- 
lyn navy-yard because of faulty water-tight 
compartments. 

Jan. 13, 1897—Cruiser Montgomery struck bottom 
near Governor's Island, lost a propeller blade, 
and bruised five plates on the port side, 

Jan. 30, 1897—Cruiser Brooklyn struck bottom in 
the ice in the Delaware River, and rocks in the 


river had crushed in its hull, 

Feb. 5, ,1897—Battleship Indiana mut back to 
Hampton Roads for fear its turrets would again

Feb. 6, 1807—Monitor Puritan found to be un- 
seaworthy on account of defective engines.

New York, Feb. 6.—[(Special.)—Still an- 
other vessel of the United States navy has 
been found unseaworthy. It is the monitor 
Puritan. The Puritan was to have left the 
navy yard next Tuesday to join the fleet in 
command of Admiral Bunce at Charleston 
Harbor. The engines were given a trial a 
few days ago and it was then discovered 
that they did not work smoothly. Many of 
the valves were found to be leaky. 

The valves connecting the starboard de- 
livery pipes with the condensers are also 
leaking, and the pumps have been working 
for the last two weeks in order to keep the 
vessel free from water. Men from the con- 
struction department have been making re- 
pairs, but it will be some time before they 
are completed, and that vessel will not be 
able to join the squadron for two weeka. 

The engines worked roughly in the tral,

The Drainage Board has resolved to take 
the bovine by the horns and head off un- 
friendly legislative inquiry by stepping out 
and asking for a committee of investigation. 
In this way, it is hepéd by the trustee, the 
attacks of the Real Estate Board may also 
be warded off. 

~The Sanitary Trustees have not acted as 
yet, but they will probably on Wednesday 
adopt a resolution asking the Assembly to 
name a committee of inquiry into the dis- 
trict’s finances. That this resolution wil! be 
adopted is made certain by the fact that the 
Legislative committee-—-comprising five 
members or a majority of the board—framed 
the resolution yesterday and will see to its 
success on Wednesday. 

Representative David Revell has been 
waving in air a threatening resolution for 
a legislative investigation. The Drainage 
Trustees were more or less impressed by this 
threat, but were more seriously frightened 
by the attitude of the Real Estate Board, 
which, representing the property interests 
of the city. has been opposing the demands 
of the trustees for opportunity to levy fur- 
ther taxes upon the district.

President Farwell’s Opening Words. 

John V. Farwell Jr., as President, acted 
as toastmaster. In introducing the program 
he spoke briefly of the purposes of the club 
and its plan of organization as set forth in 
the sections of the by-laws quoted. Through 
bringing together representative men of the 
city in social intercourse and free inter- 
change of opinions he hoped the club would 
serve a useful purpose and become a valu- 
able and potent factor in the upbuilding of 
the city and all things conducive to ite best 
interests. President Farwell referred in a 
humorous vein to the by-law fixing an age 
limit to membership, and said the aim of the 
club would be to bring into closer relation 
men identified with the prominent business 
enterprises of the city. 

Hesing on Municipal Needs. 

Postmaster Washington Hesing was the 
first speaker following President Farwell: 
The latter uced him as a man who 
had made life-long study of matters 
affecting the government and administration 
of municipalities, and who probably was 
better qualified than any other man in Chi- 
cago to discuss these problems on the basis 
ef comparison with other American cities 
and with cities in the Old World. Mr. Hes- 
ing’s speech, which was delivered from 
manuscript, was in part as follows: 

“The most serious problem confronting 
the municipal authogities in Chicago is that 
of street cleaning and the taking care of 
garbage. In this city peculiar and ex- 
traordinary conditions exist. Chicago, I be- 
lieve, can justly claim the reputation of 
being the dirtiest of the large cities of the 
world, with the exception of Constantinople. 
For this there are several good and valid 
reasons. Chicago has less civic pride than 
any metropolis in the world. Its assessment 
is the most outrageous of any city in the 
world, consequently the burden of taxation 
falis upon the poor, and, therefore, the 
amount of money at the disposal of the

Its hull was 
built more than twenty years ago by John 
Roach at Chester, Pa. It was brought to 
the navy yard at this station and remodeled, 
having heavy armored plates placed on the 
sides. The monitor has been provided with 
new armored decks. It carries four twelve- 
inch guns, mounted in turrets foreand aft, 
besides eight five-inch rapid fire guns 
mounted on the superstructure and seven 
gatling guns n the fighting tops. 


COLD Hark 18 HEADED FOR CHICAGO. 


Prof. Garriott Says the Mercury Will 
Fall Twenty Degrees by 
This Evening. 


Chicagoans will take to their storm coats 

and heavy mufflers again tonight or remain 
indoors. Prof. Garriott of the Auditorium 
Observatory stated last night that a cold 
wave was headed this way, and the atmos- 
phere will take on about twenty degrees 
more of frigidity before 6 o’clock this even- 
ing. 
The cold wave does not promise as great 
severity as the one of two or three weeks 
ago, but it will be accompanied by a north- 
west wind that will make its presence plain- 
ly evident. 

The average of temperature in Chicago yes- 
terday was thirty-elght above zero. The 
weather officials say the mercury will stand 
at twenty degrees above tonight. The cold 
wave comes from the Northwest, where 
there have been extensive snow-storms the 
latter part of the week. The weather is to 
continue fair, with the wind strong from the 
Northwest. 


CRUSHED IN A COLLISION OF TRAINS. 


Fireman Dyer Is Killed and Engineer 
Alles and Fireman Jenkins Are 
Seriously Injured. 


Two freight trains on the Elgin, Joliet and 
Eastern railroad collided at full spee@ at 
Frontenac switch, ten miles south of West 
Chicago, yesterday morning. The dead and 
injured are: a 

Fireman Dyer, killed under his engine. 

Engineer Allen, internally injured; five 
ribs broken. 

Fireman Jenkins, leg crushed; burned and 
scalded; may dle. 

There was a heavy fog on the tracks, and 
Engineer Allen did not see the train from 
the south as he approached the switch from 
the north. Both engines were demolished in 
the orash which followed. Allen and his 
fireman were buried under the wreckage. 
When taken out the fireman was dead. 

The Coroner’s jury held Allen to blame for 
the wreck. The track was cleared and traffic 
was resumed at 3 o’clock in the afternoon.

GERMAN REPORTS ON AMERICAN PORK 


Not a Single Proof Produced to Show 
That the Flesh Sent Abroad Is 
Trichinous. 


Berlin, Feb. 6-The reports concerning 
American pork from the Presidents of the 
thirty-three government districts comnris- 
ing the Prussian monarchy have reached 
the Prussian Minister of the Interoir. In 
only five of these districts are there 
any reports of alleged American trich- 
inous pork, but these reports, in dis- 
regard to the instructions issued by the 
Prussian Minister of the Interior, are un- 
accompanied by the necessary proof which 
would establish the fact that the pork in 
question was really of American origin and 
had been seized in the original American 

es before others had had a chance to 

mper with it. Hence, even these cases, of 
which there are thirteen all told, are worth- 
less and do not prove the trichinous char- 


‘acter of American pork even in a single in- 


stance. These thirteen cases are reported 
from Munster, Westphalia; Coeslin, Pome- 
rania; Linden, Hanover; Hadersleiben, 
Schleswig; and Altona, near Hamburg. 


American Embassy Will Dispute. 


Each package of imported American pork 
is accompanied by a registered number and 
with a certificate from the American meat 
inspector at the place of shipment bearing 
the same number. In none of the above 
cases are these numbers given. The Ameri- 
can Embassy will, therefore, dispute that 
these casee of trichinous pork are of Ameri- 
can origin. So far, therefore, as this gov- 
ernment report is concerned, it amounts to 
a vindication of American pork. This re- 
port, if the American Embassy can obtain it, 
will be ready for publication about March 1 
or sooner. Meanwhile, it will go through the 
hands of the chiefs of the different depart- 
ments, both in the Ministry of the Interior 
and of the Ministry of Husbandry. If the 
American Embassy is able to obtain this 
— it will be sent to Washington forth- 


Centention of America. 


The American Embassy in Berlin has in- 
sisted that each case of alleged American 
trichinous pork shall hereafter be ac- 

mpanied in the official. Prussian re- 
port, with the number of the American 
certificates, etc., so that the shipper and the 
negligent American inspector could be pro- 
vided against at home. Against this de- 
mand, which the American Government 
hoped would show the utter groundlessness 
of the Prussian claims, the Prussian Gov- 
ernment made resistance in various forms 
for some length of time, but last spring 
they were induced to promise to comply 
with it. Instructions were issued by the 
Prussian Minister of the Interior to all the 
Presidents of the government districts of 
Prussia to add in every instance where 
trichinee had been found in American pork 
such details, numbers of certificates, and 
facts which might enable the American Gov- 
ermment to trace the offending shippers and 
officials at home. Anda report is the result 
of this decree. 


/ Will Question the Government. 
It is likely that the report, which {s favor- 
able to American meat interests, will not 
be forwarded to the American Embassy 
at all, as it is surmised on the Prussian side 
that tt would only furnish theAmerican 
Government the means to disprove the alle- 
gations made so often and so persistently to 
the discredit of American pork. A number 
of statements have been made in the Prus- 
sian Diet to the effect that American pork 
in Prussia was a detriment to public health 
and should be excluded. It is probable now 
that the official report utterly disproved 
these allegations that the Radical and Lib- 
eral factions in the Diet and Reischstag who 
favor the unrestricted importat'on of Amer- 
ican pork as a wholesome and cheap food for 
the masses in Germany will, as soon as the 
facts contained in the report are accessible 
to them, interpellate the government as to 
the reasons for restricting the importation 
en pork by vexatious tariff regu- 
ations.

She wus 
married at the age of 13 to an Italian army 
officer and later married Sir Henry Scott, 
Baronet, who died eight years ago, and from 
whom she had been divdrced but a month 
when he died. Her daughter was born a 
month after her husband’s death, and the 
remaining hb to this vast estate were Sir 
Joseph and Sir Edgar Scott, besides herself 
and her child. The recent death of Sir Joseph 
and her own daughter leaves the estate joint- 
ly to Sir Edgar and herself. 

Four years ago she came to America 
and three years ago last Christmas she mar- 
ried Whiting at Chicago. He is a poor man. 
“or seven years she had kept her where- 
abouts a secret for fear of her child being 
taken from her by English relatives and had 
failed to draw from her English estate. 

Mrs. Whiting says she followed the army 
when with her first husband and became an 
expert nurse, being for a time with Florence 
Nightingale.

STORM KING INVADES THE BIG NEW 
YORK MANSION. 


Enters the Skylight with a Tremen- 
dous Roar, Accompanied by an 
Avalanche of Snow and Glass from 
the Roof—John Jacobs, One and All, 
Rush Into the Hall to See the Mar- 
ble Floor Littered with Debris and 
Priceless Rugs Bespattered. 


New York, Feb. 6.—[Special.J—The rain 
rains on the just and unjust, the rich, and 
the poor. It has been raining on the rich 
today in New York to their great discom- 
fort. It has been raining on the John Jacob 
Astors in the John Jacob Astor palace at No. 
480 Fifth avenue through a big hole in a 
badly wrecked Astor skylight. While the 
rain descended and the floods came this 
morning, the family of John Jacob Astor, 
secure in the knowledge that the house is 
founded upon a financial rock, dozed lux- 
uriously, The hour was 8—an hour when 
one may lie just enough asleep to be com- 
fortable and just enough awake to realize 
that fact and enjoy it. 

Avalanche of Snow and am:. 

It seemed almost ani impertinence for the 
rain to peg away insistently at the big man- 
sion with apparently the same hope of ef- 
fecting entrance through some hole or crev- 
ice as if it were an East Sidetenement. The 
rain knew what it was driving at, however— 
the weak point in the roof over the great 
hall. When the rain had done its part the 
weight of the snow on the skylight did the 
There was the cracking and crackling 
of glass, a mighty rushing sound, and then 
a tremendous roar and clatter. The Astor 
home had been rudely entered by an ava- 
lanche of snow and glass. No mountain 
cabin was ever subjected to greater indig- 


nity. 
One and All Alarmed. 

The roar of the avalanche rang through 
the house. Its first assault had murdered 
sleep, and, one and all, John Jacob Astor,

Priceless Persian and East Indian rugs 
were bespattered with snow, and particles 
of the lantern were scattered all over the 
floor. 

The invasion was complete, and through 
the breach the storm entered. Rain fell in 
the Astor home. This was not to de toler- 
ated, and when the débris had been cleared 
away, a corps of men tried, by stretching 
tarpaulins over the skylight, to exclude it. 
The attempt was more or less successful, 
but at intervals the wind, taking its cue 
from the snow and rain, whipped away the 
tarpaulins and disclosed the breach, through 
which from time to time during the day the 
rain entered the mansion.

SKULL IS LINED WITH CELLULOID. 


Surgeons Perform a New Operation for 
Depression of the Skull and Save 
a Man from Epilepsy. 


o 

New York, Feb. 6.—[Special.}—After ex- 
perimenting nearly a year with the skull of 
a young Grecian Samson, surgeons at Belle- 
vue Hospital have found a certain cure for 
cases of depression of the skull, which have 
nearly always heretofore meant death A 
lining of gold was removed from Edward El 
Heicke’s skull and one of prepared celluloid 
substituted. The success of the operation 
is now assured and El Heicke will be dis- 
missed in a few days. 

He had suffered from depression of the 
skull, causing epileptic attacks. The skull 
was opened and separated from the brain by 
thin gold leaf, which in the course of a month 
cracked and the patient was as bad off as 
before. It was then decided to try an en- 
tirely new substitute, and celluloid was se- 
lected. A thin piece of celluloid, specially 
prepared, was submitted to tests and then 
heated to a high pitch, sothat its brittleness 
would be overcome. Then it was substituted 
for the gold lining, and, after a plaster cast 
had been made, the section of the ekull was 
sewn in for the third time. 

That was doné two weeks ago yesterday. 
The skull was healed nicely. El Heicke is 
feeling well, and the surgeons are certain 
that the celluloid will never crack or break. 
It is the first time such an operation has ever 
been performed, and for that reason has at- 
tracted the attention of physicians.

MRS. CLEVELAND'S STEPPATHER’S LUCK 


By a Decision of the Interior Depart- 
ment Dr. Perrine Gets 23,000 
Acres of Florida Land. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 6.—[Special.]}—Mrs. 


Grover Ceveland’s stepfather, Dr. Perrine 


of Buffalo, is in great luck. His good fort- 
une has come about through the aid of Sec- 
retary of the Interior Francis, Land Com- 
missioner Lamoreaux, and Assistant At- 
torney-General of the Interior Department 
J. H. Lionberger. 

Secretary Francis has ordered Land Com- 
missioner Lamoreaux toa issue a patent to 
the Perrine heirs, of whom Dr. Perrine is 
one, for 23,000 acres of valuable lands in 
Southern Florida. The title to these lands 
has been gravely questioned, and Senator 
Call has been preparing to bring in a Dill 
to have them thrown open to public settle- 
ment. They are already occupied by citi- 
zens of Florida, who have lived on and im- 
proved them for years, and will now be dis- 
possessed. The Perrines are fortunate in 
having powerful relatives. 

The details of the story which led up to 
this share of good fortune to the Perrines 
are somewhat romantic. In 1838 Dr. Perrine 
of New York, a botanist of some national 
repute, conceived the idéa that the more or 
less arid lands in Southern Florida might be 
utilized in growing certain kinds of rubber 
plants, a peculiar kind of flax, and numerous 
other plants, as well as certain kinds of 
fruits. Whereupon he was given a grant 
by Congress of 23,000 acres on condition that 
he should populate the township by imm 
gration. 

Before he could carry out his scheme he 
was killed by the Seminoles, his wife and 
children were compelled to flee to the 
swamps to escape death, and his house was 
burned. Eight years afterward thirty-six 
families were induced toe emigrate from the 
Bahamas and settle on the lands, but the 
Indians soon after they arrived drove them 
away. 

In i852, after the Seminoles had been 
brought into subjection, the heirs applied 
for a patent of the lands. Since then the 
case has been before each Secretary of the 
Interior. As soon as Grover Cleveland was 
fairly in his seat the second time, however, 
the Perrine heirs took fresh courage and be- 


gan one last mighty effort, but without suc- , 


cess until on Monday last Secretary Francis 
ordered the Land Commissioner to let the 
patent issue, provided, in his opinion, the 
proof was sufficient to Warrant it. 

The Commissioner decided that it was, 
provided the law was on his side. Assistant 
Attorney-General Lionbérger said this even- 
ing that he has reported back that he was 
all right and to go on with the case.

Anti-Trust Law in South Dakota. 


Pierre, S. D., Feb. 6.—[Special.}—The Sen- 
ate today passed the bill prohibiting the 
formation of monopolies or trusts within 
the State, or any.corporation or com- 
pany in this State. acting as agents for 
trusts which limits production or fixes price 
or prevents competition to the detriment of 
the public. The penalty is a fine of not less 
than $5,000 or more than $10,000 for the first 
offense and not less than $10,000 nor more 
than $20,000 for second offense, one-half the 
fine to go to the party aggriéved and the 
other half to the general fund of the county 
in which the conviction is secured. 

Alabama Passes Anti-Trust Law. 

Montgomery, Ala., Feb. 6.—{Special.]—The 
Alabama Legislature passed an, anti-trust 
law today identical with the Géorgia law. 
It renders void all contracts made with a 
view to lessen free competition in the sale, 
importation, or manufacture of articles of 
domestic growth of raw material. A cor- 
poration violating this law will be deprived 
of its charter and an individual violating it 
will be subject to fine and imprisonment. 

Arkansas Goes After Trusts. 

Little Rock, Ark., Feb. 6.—The House, by 
a unanimous vote, passed Mr. Parker’s anti-

Is it surprising that the streets of New York, 
with a mileage less than one-half that of 
Chicago, and an appropriation for street 
cleaning purposes nearly ten times as large, 
are clean and well kept?

% 1 think the company made money by 
being lucky in speculations in coffee,“ he 
said. ‘‘ They may have had a large stock, 
several hundred thousand bags of coffee, 
which they bought cheap, and then coffee 
may have gone away up and they reaped the 
profits.” 1 

And they took the profits that they made 
by this speculation,” said Senator Lexow, 
and put them in as capital stock and paid 
dividends upon them. Well, that seems to 
make it all the worse to me.”’

CHICAGO DEALERS ARE UNDISMAYED. 


They Do Not Believe the Lexow Inves- 
tigation Will Affect the Sugar 
Trade in the West. 


The Lexow investigation of the sugar trust 
in New York does not seem to appeal much 
to the coffee and sugar merchants of Chi- 
They are unable to see much that is 
Important in it, and think the trade in the 
West will not be affected by it. 

W. F. MeLaughlin said: 

In regard to the testimony of Jarvie 
that I told him the sugar trust would go out 
of the coffee business if Arbuckle would go 
out of the refining business, he did not give 
my words correctly, but his statement was 
not incorrect enough for me to wish to con- 
tradict it. The Lexow investigation cannot 
interest anybody in Chicago except me, be- 
cause it relates exclusively to the package 
coffee business and I do practically all of it 
that is done here.“ 

Samuel B. Raymond said: 

“The Lexow investigation has elicited 
nothing new. Arbuckle could have had no 
temptation to go into the refining business 
except to injure the refining company, and 
under those circumstances I do not blame 
Mr. Havemeyer for taking a crack at him. 
The refining company has brought the price 
of sugar down to four cents a pound, and 
that ought to satisfy anybody. The charge 
that the refining company fixes the price of 


sugar is untrue. The price of sugar ia fixed 


by the price of German sugar. Neither is it 
true the refining company forces the inde- 
pendent refiners to adopt its prices. They 
are only too glad ta have the refining com- 
pany imitate and follow in the matter of 
prices. The fact is, the refining company is 
holding the umbrella for the independent 
refiners.”’

Chicago has. A similar ratio of expendi- 
ture in Chicago would mean about $5,000,- 
000, or more than our entire revenue derived 
from the 2 per cent limit of taxation. 


Assessment Is a Farce. 


The assessment is a farce. It is notori- 
ous that the small taxpayer is assessed fully 
one-third of the fair value of his property, 
while men of wealth are put down fr only 
one-twentieth to one-tenth. The assessed 
valuation in this city this year on which to 
levy the 2 per cent for municipal purposes 
is, in round figures, $250,000,000. In 1873, 
when the population was one million and a 
quarter less than today, the assessment was 
$312,000,000. It is simply ridiculous. Two 
years ago there were settled i: the Probate 
Court 3,200 estates appraised at $127,000,000 
—a little more than one-half of the entire 
property assessed in this city for taxation. 
Building permits have been issued since 1877 
to the extent of over twenty million dollars 
more than the whole assessed valuation as 
it now stands. 

Without money, nothing can be accom- 
pliahed; with money, everything. Chicago 
never yet has had enough money to properly 
clean her streets. In addition to this, it must 
be recollected that where a very large pro- 
portion of the streets is unpa ved it makes it 
so much more difficult and expensive to keep 
clean those that are paved, because from the 
unpaved streets dirt is constantly being 
tracked to the paved streets. 


Abolish the Contract System. 

„Whatever the process and however the 
streets are to be cleaned, abolish the con- 
tract system forever. City officials the world 
over condemn it. The city should have its 
own plant, like Boston, which, undeniably, is 
the best-ordered city in the country. It will 
cost about $250,000. The city should be di- 
vided into four districts, on a general plan, 
with subdivisions in detail as shall hereafter 
be found best. Territory bounded by Twen- 
ty-second street on the south, Chicago ave- 
nue on the north, the lake on the east, and 
Halsted street on the west ought to be one 
district and have especial care and attention. 
It contains exactly 100 miles of streets and 
alleys. These should be cleaned on an aver- 
age five times a week, or 250 times a year. 
It can be done for $7 a mile each cleaning for 
the whole mileage, or $175,000 a year. 

Another district of 200 miles, taking in 
all the bridge streets, the section and half- 
section streets, and street car streets, would 
come next, and should be cleaned twice a 
week, or 100 times a year, which, at 7 a 
mile, would cost $140,000. 

Next, a third district of 200 miles once a 
week, fifty times a year, $70,000. Then a 

fourth district of 700 miles twice a month, 

twenty-four times a year, $117,600. Total for 
1,200 miles, $502,000, ten times, averaging the 
four districts. This takes in all the streets, 
but only the alleys in District No. 1, actually 
necessary to be cleaned asa system. 

To Dispose of Garbage. 

“One great difficulty in this city is the lack 
of a dumping ground. Te garbage problem 
is even more difficult to deal with than street 
cleaning. There should bé some practical, 
economical way of getting rid of the gar- 
bage. So far we do not seem to have much 
success with crematories; they have turned 
out thus far to be useless, offensive, and, as 
a sanitary measure, u ble. The way 
to do it is to treat the gar chemically.

ing it out of the sewers. There is enormous 
cost every year to prosperous merchants in 
hiring windows and store fixtures cleaned. 


Figures Would Be Astonishing. 


Sum this up for the entire city and see 
what it amounts to in a year, and the figures 
will astonish you. If you want to know 
what it amounts to look in a window sill 
where snow has been lying for two days 
after it has fallen and see what has accum- 
ulated on it. Add to this the cost to men 
employed in all capacities in the city where 
it is requisite that they appear daily and all 
day long in clean collars and cuffs, lest theyt 
lose their positions. The extra cost for 
laundry work to one individual in one year 
on account of the smoke begrimmed atmos- 
phere is a considerable sum. What is it for 
all the hundreds. and thousands who bear 
this added cost? Every man, woman, and 
child in Chicago loses and suffers in mind 
and body from this smoke nuisance. : 

“Smoke is breathed into the lungs and 
smarts the eyes, and health is impaired. 


To Stop the Nuisance. . 

“The reputation of the city is damaged 
by the smoke that pours from our chimneys. 
Yes, the coal smoke of Chicago is enor- 
mously expensive to us from every point of 
view. Administrations are. elected, pledged 
to abate the nuisance. They come and go, 
and the nuisance goes on, despite their best 
efforts. What are we to do? We must take 
hold of the matter ourselves, and not until 
then will it be remedied. We can organize 
clubs and raise funds to prosecute offenders. 
Burners of coal would soon insure them- 
selves against further judgments after they 
had been compelled to pay damages a few 
times. If firemen knew they must takecare 
to avoid creating a nuisance or lose their 
positions they would do their work more 
carefully, to the profit of their employers 
and the betterment of conditions affecting 
the public. Once the nuisance is done away 
with, and it will never come back.

WELLINGTON'S FAMOUS CHARGER. 


English General Rode “ Copenhagen ” 
Eighteen Hours at the Battle 
of Waterloo. 


Our Animal Friends: At 4 o’clock on the 
morning of the day that Wellington defeated 
Napoleon he mounted his celebrated charger 
Copenhagen and remained in the saddle for 
eighteen hours! Copenhagen was a powerful 
chestnut, a grandson of Eclipse, the famous 
English racehorse, and cost the Duke in 
1818 400 guineas. When the battle of Water- 
loo was won, June 18, 1815, and Wellington 
bad held his historic interview with Blucher, 
the Duke dismounted about 10 o’clock. As 
Copenhagen was led away by the groom he 
playfully threw out his heels as a “* good- 
night salute to his victorious master. The 
Marshal's last act before leaving Strathfield 
Saye on a brief absence, af days before 
Copenhagen’s death, 8 walk out to the 
paddock to pat his aterloo charger and 
give him chocolate creams or other similar 
duinties, of which he was inordinately fond. 
For a dozen or more years before he died 
Copenhagen was only twice surreptitiously 
saddled by the Duke’s eldest son, but led the 
easy, comfortable career of a well-pensioned 
veteran who had retired from the activities 
of life. The second Duke of Wellington, who 
died in 1884, erected two monuments on the 
grounds ot Strathfield Saye, that fine estate 
presented to the Iron Duke by'the British 
Government for a day’s work at Waterloo. 
One of these, a superb marble column, is to 
the memory of his illustrious father, the 
other to that of Copenhagen. The former 
stands just outside the park at the point 
where, immediately in front of one of the 
lodges, the London road meets at right angles 
upon that which connects Reading with 
Basingstoke. A simple marble tombstone 
standing under the shadow of a spreading 
Turkish oak marks the spot where the brave 
horse was buried with military honors, and 
bears the following inscription from the pen 
of the second Duke: Here lies Copenhagen, 
the charger ridden by thé Duke of Wellington 
the entire day of the Battle of Waterloo. 
Born 1808; died 1836. 

God's humbler instrument, though meaner clay, 
Should share the glory of that glorious day.“ 
The first Duchess of Wellington, with whom 

Copenhagen was a great favorite, wore a 

bragelet of his hair, as did seweral of her 

friends, and on the occasion of the writer's 
last visit to Strathfield Saye, in September, 

1883, he received from the second Duke a 

little sheaf of the charger’s mane and tail, as 

well as a precious lock of the Waterloo hero’s 
hair. It may be mentioned in passing that 

Sir Willlam Gomm’s redoubtable Waterloo 

charger, Old George, who died at the age 

of 33, is buried under a stone seat at Stoke 

Pogis, the scene of Gray’s familiar and beau- 

tiful elegy. 


SAID 10 BE GUILTY OF FORGERY

have been inaugurated. 

The call for the meeting has been sent 
out by Miss Jessie Ackermann, Mrs. E. B. 
Prentice, and Robert J. Reed and E. D. 
Sniffen. Miss Ackermann is to be President 
of the society. The organization will be 
affiliated with the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, and expects to establish 
branches in every country in the world, 
through the agencies of the W. C. T. U., es- 
tablished by Miss Ackermann as World Mis- 
slonary of the White Ribbon movement. 

However, Miss Ackermann is not the 
originator of the World's Good Habits So- 
clety. She was asked to be President and 
consented. 

Aims of the Organization. 


‘The society has four special antipathies: 

Strong drink, tobacco, profane language, 
and unkindness. 

The members pledge themselves to abstain 
from the use of intoxicants, narcotics, and 
to practice courtesy in all dealings with 
fellow-members and the world at large. 
The badge is composed of ribbone of red, 
white, and blue, 

Good habits societies have already been 
formed in Chicago to the number of some 
twenty-five, averaging probably forty mem- 
bers each. The movement began in a small 
way, but it @pread and is becoming increas- 
ingly poular. The interest manifested by 
every one who heard of the little bands of 
people pledged to the cultivation ‘of good 
habits finally led the originators of the idea 
to believe it was a good thing that ought to 
be pushed farther along. Some of them 
got together last week and determined to 
preach the gospel of good habits throughout 
the wide world. The next thought, to enlist 
the support and experience of Miss Acker- 
mann, was so natural that no one claims 
the credit of first giving it expression. 

The first Good Habits Society was formed 
in Park Manor on Jan. 1, 1896. The member- 
ship embraced Mrs. E. B. Prentice, Robert 
Prentice, aged 15 years, and Miss Prentice, 
u year older than Robert. 

It is not to be inferred than any of these 
personally needed protection against any 
of the four cardinal sins of the World's Good 
Habits Society. They thought, however, 
about the proverb, in union,” etc., and 
banded themselves together. Soon young 
friends of Master and Miss Prentite heard 
about the matter, and the parent society was 
considerable in numbers before a month 
had elapsed. Not satisfied with the usual 
interpretation of the word “ courtesy,“ this 
society came to the conclusion there was a 
wide field of usefulness for it in Park Manor. 


Full Significance of Courtesy.“ 

If one of the members observed a banana 
peel on a sidewalk his obligation to courtesy 
compelled him to pause and remove it. Then 
the members began to ask one another if it 
was kind to throw waste paper and other 
unsightly articles where they would offend 
the eyes of other people, and it was not long 
before neat boxes were placed in conspicu- 
ous positions throughout the suburb, and 
every member ‘of the Good Habits Society 
felt bound to pick up stray pieces of paper 
and other waste and deposit them in these 
receptacles. The boxes are emptied regu- 
larly by the society. 

Street car etiquette will probably come in 
for first attention. The efforts of Commis- 
sioner Kerr against expectoration will be 
upheld as far as lies within the power of the 
new society, and the “‘ crusade of courtesy ”’ 
having for its aim the seating of women in 
public conveyances will gneet with enthusi- 
astic indorsement. 


IMPORTANT QUESTION FOR YOUNG MEN | 


What Constitutes Good Taste in Scarf- 
pins and Other Ornaments 
and Attire. 


Harper’s Round Table: There is a certain 
professor in a certain university of the 
United States, who once, at the beginning 
of one of his lectures on fine arts, got on 
the subject of the kind of pins worn in the 
neckties of young college men. 

He was a good lecturer, and was always 
interesting, but this lecture was the most 
interesting of his course to the 300 boys who 
heard him, and the whole hour was spent 
on necktie pins, their use and misuse, and 
what they suggested. 

The gist of what he said was that there 
was no more reason why a boy should wear 
a horseshoe with a whip across it all in goid 
than that houses should have sieves for 
roofs. And that, as it was extremely foolish 
to put a big sieve on your house for a roof, 
so it was quite as foolish to wear horse- 
shoes on your neckties. 

The principle of this is that you shoul‘ 
have a reason in what you wear as well as 
in other things, and that senseless decora- 
tions, like horseshoes on neckties or neck- 
ties on horseshoes, are silly and unbe- 
coming to a self-respecting person. 

This particular example was only one to 
illustrate a principle, which is that noth- 
ing unusual, queer, out of the ordinary, 
is in itself a good thing; that, in fact, most 
things that are queer and out of the or- 
dinary are likely, in the question of dress, 
to be in bad taste. A man’s dress ought to 
be quiet, but it must be clean and well taken 
care of in every instance. 

The best dressed man is the man who, in 
whatever company he finds himself. is in- 
conspicuous; who, you realize in an in- 
definite way, is well W T though you 
cannot well tell why. If you appear at a 
dinner in overalls people say you are badly 
dressed, and they would repeat that wise 
observation if you went out in the fleld in 
a swallow-tail coat. In the same way a 
man who has a flaring necktie or a purple 
handkerchief, or very long coat or very 
short trousers, is at once conspicuous, and 
therefore badly dressed.

(CR YACHTING AN OLD PASTIME. 


First Craft of Its Kind Navigated on 
the Hudson River as Early 
as 1790. 


The Hudson River Ice Yacht.clyp now 
holds the champion pennant of the world, 
won by Jack Frost in 1893, since which time 
there has been no race for the championship. 

The history of ice-yachting follows. 


There is now in the possession of Mr. Oliver 


Booth of Poughkeepsie the runners of an 
iceboat built by Henry Sedgewick in 1790. 
The craft was built in the crudest fashion; 
it was simply a square box mounted on three 


runners and driven by a small sprit sail. . 


This was the beginning. An up-to-date 
yachtenow carries over 700 square feet of 
sail, makes more than a mile a minute when 
under way, and costs $1,200,

years earlier. The runnérs were only a 
foot long and of the crudest form. The box 
hull was seven feet by four and a foot anda 
half deep. | 

In 1855 Mr. Cook mounted a ducking skiff 
on three runners—with a good-sized sail— 
a move in the right direction. In 18560 he con- 
structed a boat with four runners, but this 
did not prova success. By 1860 the runner 
board had made its appearance and larger 
boats were constructed up the Hudson. In 
1870 a radical change took place. A frame 
work was placed on the runner plank and 
the stern was pinched to a sharp point; but 
these boats were hard riding and difficult to 
steer with their large jibs and the over-pro- 
portioned mainsail with its outhanging 
boom and short gaff. This brought their 
center of sail balance so far aft that at times 
they were perfect brutes; they would often 
turn up-side-down, throwing their owners 
out of the cockpit with scant ceremony. The 
year 1879 saw another marked change—the 
stepping of the mast forward of the runner 
plank by about three and one-half feet. This 
required a shortening of the area of the jib, 
thus bringing the center of the sail balance 
near the fore runners. Later, the main 
booms .were shortened, the side bars were 
discarded, wire rope guys being subctituted, 
and instead of the old-fashioned cockpits, 
elliptical steering boxes were fastened at 
their extreme sterns. To Mr. H. Relyea, 
who built the Robert Scott, afterward chris- 
tened Avalanche, belongs the credit of this 
great change. It is easily seen what a jump 
was made when the Scott, with 400 square 
feet of sail, easily out-pointed and out-footed 
even the old Icicle built a few years before. 
and carrying 1,070 square feet of duck. It 
was this new type of boat. which won 
the pennant in 1883. 

But the Avalanche was not to have it all 
her own way, for in the meantime Mr. Buck- 
hout had built the old Jack Frost for Com- 
modore Archibald Rogers, who won the pen- 
nant the following year. The lateen Scud 
now made her appearance from the Shrews- 
bury River. With her trussed up runner 
plank, her boom projecting forward of the 
bowsprit, and the yard hung between two 
shear-poles, she was a strange sight to the 
Hudson River crowd. After the ignomin- 
ious defeat of the Scud Mr. Rogers built two 
lateens, but subsequently returned to the 
sloop rig. About the time Mr. Irving Grin- 
nell, Commodore of the Hudson River I. . 
C., built the cat, Flying Cloud, carrying 660 
square feet of duck, but it was found di- 
cult to keep her sall and rigging from giving. 
The present high standard that the cat-boat 
has attained is due to Commodore H. C. H- 
ginson of the Orange Lake I. T. C. Mr. Hig- 
ginson has worked unceasingly, devoting 
much time and money to this type of boat. 
His prize-winning cat ice yacht, Cold Wave, 
is the outcome of the experimental building 
of four boats. She carries but 400 feet of 
sail; his larger yacht, Shadow, has 800 
square feet of duck. 

The lateens have steadily improved, until, 
in Mr. John A. Roosevelt's celebrated Vixen, 
the type reached ies highest notch on the 
Hudson, while the Georgie, of world-wide 
fame, owned by Capt. Charles P. Irvin of the 
North Shrewsbury club, was the winner of 
the three challenge pennants and champion 
of New Jersey, beating boats of nearly 
double her size. 

This speaks columns for the superiority of 
the lateen rig. 

A few measurements of the Jack Frost, 
now champion of the world, will be of inter- 
est to the ice yacht enthusiast. From jib 
stay to runner post, 48% feet. Between 
cutting surface of fore runners, 28 feet. 
Spread of the shrouds at the runner plank, 
14 feet. The mast is 25 feet 8 inches from the 
ice to the shrouds, and 30% feet from theice 
to the tip. The sails are as follows: Jib 
hoist, 19 feet 9 inches; on stay, 25 feet 9 
inches; foot, 14% feet, and contains 143 
square feet of canvas. The main sail meas- 
ures: Boom, 81 feet 3 inches; hoist, 18 feet 
9 inches; gaff, 16 feet 9 ifiches; leach, 35 feet. 
It contains 573 square feet of canvas, mak- 
ing a total of 716 square feet for the jib and 
the mainsa!l.—Philadelphia Press. 


MOVING A MOUNTAIN IN CALIFORNIA. 


Done in a Hurry by the Use of a Hun- 
dred Thousand Pounds of 
Powder. 


* 

San Francisco Chronicle: A great section 
of the mountain at San Dlego overhanging 
Morena dam on one side was torn off this 
afternoon by 100,000 pounds of powder, lifted 
several feet straight up; and then pushed 
bodily forward forty or fifty feet, trembling 
over the mighty gorge below the dam, und 
then falling with an awful foar 125 feet, to 
remain hereafter for all time as the bulwark 
of the great dam being built to impound wa- 
ter for the city. 

The dam is forty-threé miles east of the 
city. For two months or more preparations 
had been made for the monster blast, in com- 
mon with another blast that is nearly ready. 
The plan was to cut tunnels into the side of 
the mountain at various points about the bed 
of the creek and to place in these tunnels, 
first, great stores of black powder, which 
ignites slower than giant powder, and, there- 
fore, has more pushing power and less shat- 
tering effect. On the surface and in places 
through the mountain side were placed big 
deposits of giant powder for the purpose of 
shattering the mass and lifting it up. Ac- 
cording to plans the black powder, when it 
exploded, would hurl the mass straight for- 
ward, making a bridge of granite across the 
gorge and blocking the stream. 

The plans were carfied out with the great- 
est care, ger was co — 
from the great mines of powder, but all went 
well, and the blast was finally teady. A lot 
of insulated electric wires, connecting with 
each deposit of powder and attached to ex- 
ploders, were gathered into one circuit in a 
tunnel across the gorge and above the blast, 
where the foreman, George Duggan, sta- 
tioned himself to press the button.

PLANS FOR DR. BLAKE'S FUNERAL. 


Army Surgeon Will Be Laid at Rest in 
Oakwoods Tomorrow Under Loyal 
Legion Auspices—Biographical. 


Funeral services will be held for Dr. 
Charles C. Blake, who died of heart dis- 
ease at his home, No, 286 Bolden avenue, 
early yesterday morning, at 11 a. m. to- 
morrow at the residence. The Rev. A. M. 
White of the Wesley M. E. Church and the 
Rev. Mr. Axtell of the Morgan Park M. E. 
Church will officiate. Interment will be at 
Oakwoods. 

Dr. Blake was born in Bath, Me., on July 
25, 1826, the grandson of John Blake, who 
fought at the battle of Bunker Hill, and

was a cousin of Gen. Dearborn. He was 
educated at Maine Wesleyan Seminary, 
Kent’s Hall, Me., and graduated from Har- 
vard Medical College in 1853. Then he went 
to Boston, where he was house physiciart 
for one year at the Massachusetts General 
Hospital. He came to Chicago in 1856. He 
married the following year Miss Adaline 
Jones, the daughter of Benjamin Jones, 
who was one of the earliest settlers in Chi- 
cago, and was a brother of William Jones, 
the father of Fernando Jones. 

Dr. Blake organized the City Hospital, 
and when the war broke out, in 1861, he 
took a commission as surgeon of the Nine- 
teenth Illinois Volunteers, going south as 
far as St. Louls, in which vicinity he estab- 
lished four hospitals. Dr. Blake later be- 
came surgeon of the Thirty-ninth, Gov. 
Yates’ pet regiment. With this he went 
South and participated in the Shenandoah 
Valley campaign. He was retired for dis- 
abilityin the latter part of 1862 and was com- 
pelled to return to Chicago. Here he re- 
covered sufficiently to accept the position 
of City Physician, and in another year the 
office of County Physician. He held these 
offices during the smallpox epidemic of 1863 
and the cholera epidemic of 1863 and 1864. 

Dr. Blake’s health broke down again in 
1877, and he went to Manitowoc, Wis., 
where he lived for ten vears in the effort 
to strengthen his constitution. 

Dr. Blake had not practiced much since 
his return to Chicago. He was a member of 
the Harvard club, Gen. Grant Post No. 28, 
G. A. R., and the Illinois Commandery of 
the Loyal Legion. 

The latter organization will have charge 
of the arrangements for the funeral. 

Dr. Blake left a widow and three sons— 
Charles C., Benjamin J., and Tiffany. 


Matthew G. Upton. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 6.—Matthew G. 
Upton, the veteran journalist and editorial 
writer, is dead. He had been suffering from 
a complication of ailments for four years, 
but up to the last year of his life he had 
continued at intervals to wield his trenchant 
pen. The immediate cause of his death was 
apoplexy. His wife and fumily, with the ex- 
ception of his oldest son, W. B. Upton, now 
in Washington, D. C., were with him at the 
last. Upton was a native of Ireland anda 
graduate of Dublin University. He came to 
California in 1882, but commenced his jour- 
nalistic career in New York several years 
earlier.

MISS EMMA RYDLAND SURE THEY 
ARE IN DANGER OF DEATH. 


Capt. Blue with the Tugboat Crane 
Explores the Ice and Water Off 
Thirty-first Street and Concludes 
the Woman Saw Logs—She Insists 
They Were Human Beings—Looking 
Through a Glass One Is Observed 
Waving His Arms for Help. 


Miss Emma Ryland of No. 1 Thirty-first 
street, reported to the Cottage Grove Ave- 
nue Police Station yesterday afternoon that 
three boys had been carried into the lake on 
an ice floe. As soon as the news was tele- 
phoned to the City Hall the tugboat Crane 
was gotten under way, in charge of Capt. 
Blue, with Assistant City Engineer Wilcox 
and a relief crew to rescue the youngsters. 
The boat started for Thirty-first street, 
where the boys are said to have been im- 
prisoned on the ice. 

The boat did net reach the scene until 
darkness had set in, and considerable diffi- 
culty was encountered in the search. No 
trace of the boys could be found. Capt. 
Blue turned the throttle of the whistle wide 
open in the hope that the imprisoned ones 
would be able to answer the signal. An 
hour was spent in the search by the rescue 
party, which traversed almost every portion 
of the ice-covered lake in the vicinity of 
Thirty-first street. Nothing came of the 
Search, however, and Capt. Blue finally ran 
his boat back to the river. 


Thinks the Boys Were Logs. 


Those who had constituted the rescue 
party reported that Miss Rydland probably 
had seen three logs, and arrived at the con- 
clusion that they were boys. Several logs 
were encountered in the search, and this 
strengthened the theory. 855 

Miss Rydland stoutly maintans that the 
objects she saw were boys and that one of 
them was standing up and waving frantically 
for help. She was aided in her observation 
by a pair of opera-glasses, and declares that 
with the assistance of them she plainly could 
distinguish the three lads.

MOTORMAN PAYNE MAKES A RECORD 


IN A RUN AGAINST TIME. 


Blockade on the Chicago City Railway 
Causes a Delay of Twenty Minutes, 
Which Is Made Up Between Wash- 
ington and Seventy-first Street 
Vehicles Clear the Track and Pe- 
destrians Look in Wonder—Passen- 
gers Take the Ride for Excitement. 


Motorman Thomas Payne, in charge of 
electric car No. 1,640 of the Chicago City 
railway company, broke all records for speed 
over the Clark street and Wentworth ave- 
nue tracks yesterday morning. Starting 
with a twenty minutes’ delay at the foot of 
the Twelfth street viaduct, by the time he 
had made the trip to the city and back to 
Seventy-first street he had just caught up 
to his regular running schedule. 

One of the most spectacular blockades 
of the winter was the beginning of this fast 
run. It was begun when a wagon piled high 
with brick broke off a wheel at Fourteenth 
street on the inbound oar track. It was a 
hard proposition for the wrecking wagon 
when it arrived, and it took some skillful 
maneuvering to get the heavy load safely to 
the side of the street. When the track was 
finally ‘cleared there was a line of waiting 
cars reaching far beyond the Sixteenth 
street railroad creasing, the first of them 
over twenty minutes late. 

Motorman Payne had the car which led 
the belated procession into the city. There 
were lots of teams in the way and many 
people on the trip in, so that the progress 
was slow. 

Car No. 1,640 made a rapid switch at Wash- 
ington street, taking forty-eight seconds 
to get on the south~bound track, and the 
start was made. 

To the few passengers who succeeded in 
getting aboard while the car was switching 
the trip down Clark street was as good asa 
ride on a roller coaster. Except for the 
crossings of other linea, and in one or two 
cases to let off a passenger, there were no 
stops made. With a constantly clanging 
gong, and a skill which delighted the group 
gathered on the front platform, Motorman

the third was standing up and waving his 
hands. 

When Miss Rydland had notified the police 
and again peered out on the lake a mist 
obscured the objects.

One 
glance convinced her that three boys were 
stranded on an ice floe. 

A policeman was passing near the house 
at tHe time and Miss Rydland told him of 
what she had seen. He telephoned the Hyde 
Park Police Station, and they in turn noti- 
fied Cottage Grove Avenue. Several police- 
men were sent to the foot of Thirty-first 


street, and City Engineer Jackson was in-“ 


formed of the affair. He detailed his assist- 
ant to make an investigation, and the result 
was the trip of the tugboat. The boat expe- 
rienced no difficulty in the trip, the ice be- 
ing soft and yielding readily to the new 
steel attachment which has been placed on 
the city’s tugboats. 
Unshaken in Her Belief. 

The logs which were encountered in the 
search were all separated, and how Miss 
Rydland could have taken them for three 
boys together, if she did see the logs, cannot 
be explained. When seen last evening Miss 
Rydland was unshaken in her belief that she 


had seen three boys in distress. 


Jam certain that they were a party of 
skaters,’ said Miss Rydland. A crowd of 
youngsters had been skating around on the 
lake, and some of them must have ventured 
out too far and been imprisoned on the ice. 
A short while after I had seen the boys the 
ice broke up and the youngsters must have 
been carried out on the floe.’’ 

No reports of missing boys were received 
at any of the South Side police stations 
last night. 


SHOESTRINGS USED AS A THIEF TRAP. 


Well-Dressed Stranger, Caught by an 
Oak Park Tallor’s Device, Arrest< 
ed After a Desperate Fight. 


Shoestrings tied to trousers in F. H. Hil- 
mer’s Oak Park clothing store proved an 
effective thief-trap yesterday afternoon, and 
a man who said he was Charles Johnson 
and lived at Kinzie and Fortieth streets 
was captured only after a flerce struggle 
with the proprietor and C. J. Schoening, 
manager of the Black Diamond Cycle com- 
pany, in which the latter were worsted. 

The police think the man is a notorious 
pickpocket. A patrolman wassent to the ad- 
dress given, but the residents claimed to 
know nothing of Johnson. The man is 
thought to have concealed in his room, 
wherever that may be, nearly $400 worth of 
goods taken from Oak Park stores. 

Since the merchants of the suburb became 
aware that their stores were being sys- 
tematically robbed Hilmer claims to have 
missed nearly $150 worth of clothing. The 
goods taken were principally trousers, which 
were stacked near the front door. 

Last week the tailor decided to remove 
stock from the front door and hit upon the 
expedient of tying shoestrings to the but- 
tons of each pair of trousers and watch de- 
parting customers to see that no strings 
dangled from beneath their overcoata 

Johnson, well dressed and gray-haired, 
entered the store yesterday, and after in- 
specting the tallor’s stock started to leave. 
The proprietor espied a tell-tale shoestring. 
Not waiting to call to the man he jumped 
over the counter and caught him by the 
throat. 

Johnson was the stronger, however, and 
had forced Hilmer to the floor and drawn a 
* billy ’ when Schoening entered and caught 
the uplifted arm. The man then turned 
upon his second adversary and forced him 
out into the street. 

Schoening proved no match for the stran- 
ger, who raised him in the air and hurled 
him directly in front of a passing Lake 
street electric car. The prostrate man bare- 
ly escaped injury by rolling from the tracks. 

As he threw his adversary Johnson ran 
west in Lake to Marion street, where he was 
met by Policeman Mahoney, who asked him 
to explain his disorderly appearance. Here 
Johnson again offered to fight. Drawing a 
revolver from his pocket he leveled it at the 
policeman’s head, but before he could fire 
the latter drew his club and knocked the re- 
volver nearly across the road,

The rails were running with water, mak- 
ing a most favorable condition for quick 
starting and stopping, and the motorman 
took full advantage of the fact.

At Forty-seventh street 
twelve minutes were to the good. Then a 
few passengers were stopped for, but the 
work went on. Coming upon the switch at 
the end of the line Payne looked at hid 
watch. He had just made his leaving time. 

A man who had stood on the front plat- 
form throughout the ride, neglecting his 
business at Forty-third street just for the 
pure enjoyment of the run against time, drew 
a long breath as the car stopped and said: 

Well, that’s the first time I ever knew 
that running a motor car was a work of art.“ 
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BONUS FOR DEAD ANIMAL CONTRACT 


John Brennock Offers the City $500 for 
a Fiwe-Year Job with Certain Con- 
ditions—Plian Is Favored.

John Brennock, President of the Union 
Rendering company, called cn Mayor Swift 
yesterday and offered to pay to the city a 
bonus of $500 if given a five-year contract 
for removing dead animals from the public 
streets. The offer is made upon condition 
that the city permits the company to erect 
its rendering plant at Fortieth street and 
Ashland avenue. Mr. Brennock agrees to 
put in improved machinery, so that no odor 
will arise from the plant. 

On Friday Mr. Brennock’s company sub- 
mitted a bid to Commissioner of Health 
Kerr, in which it. proposed to do the work 
for one year for „500. The company had 
the contract last year at the same figure. 
For a number of yedfs this company has en- 
joyed a practical monopoly of the work. 

The only other bid received on Friday was 
from Henry McDonald for one year for 
$25,000. 

Both proposals were rejected and the city 
had decided to advertise for new bids. 

Figuring upon what has been paid in the 
past for the work the city would save 6188. 
000 by accepting the offer of Mr. Brennock. 

The Mayor told Mr. Brennock to put his 
proposal in writing and send it to him. It 
appears probable that the offer will be ac- 
cepted by the city, as the Mayor considers 
it with favor. |

The guests need not ex- 
pect such fare as is doled out by county 
authorities. There would be terrapin and 
canvasback duck, turkey and cranberries, 
select oysters, and hot-house fruits. The 
committee in charge said it felt sure that if 
the poor of the city had existed from hand 
to mouth they would occasionally long for 
something good.“ 

And the society’s guests got it. Probably 
in none of the aristocratic homes in the city 
was such a dinner furnished as that par- 
taken of by those who accepted the e- 
osophical Society’s invitation. Hundreds of 
the destitute of the city were present at the 
meal, and the members of the society de- 
clare they enjoyed the affair as much as 
the guests themselves.

41,392 votes in Minnesota, against an aver- 
age of 9,674 votes in South Carolina. The 
male population above 21 years of age in 
South Carolina is given at 225,606, and the 
total vote polled there in 1896 at 68,907. 

With reference to Mississippi, the state- 
ment is made that the total male population 
of the State 21 years of age and upwards 
is 271,080, and the total vote cast in that 
State last November was less than 23 per 
cent of fhe voting population. 

In the seven Congressional districts in 
1894 there was a total vote of 30,278,“ the 
petition says. In the Third Congressional 
District there are 37,444 negroes of voting 
age, yet the total vote of this district in 
November last was 4,051. In 1894 the vote 
in this district was 1,948. 

There are three or four office buildings 
in Chicago which have more men than the 
number of votes cast in this district,’’ the 
petition says.

Convenient Location for the Organi-

“There is a grand chance for the pro- 
moters of pugilism,” said Frank Hall, to 
bring off their big fights just across the 
Nevada line, at the point nearest Salt Lake 
City, and an amphitheater might there be 
erected and a fighting club formed.

LEGLESS RIDER WILL COMPETE IN 
THE &I1X-DAY GRIND. 


Has a Good Record as a Cyclist and an 
Athlete Despite His Crippled Con- 
dition—Forty-one Contestants Will 
Start in the Long-Distance Event, 
and Among Them Are Some of the 
Best Racers in the Country—Entries 
Close on Feb. 10.

George B. Iliff of Aurora will be a par- 
ticipant in the six-day race at Tattersall's. 
The most remarkable thing about Iliff is 
that he rides with artificial legs. Yester- 
day his manager, J F. Rowley, conferred 
with the promoters of the race and decided 
that his charge was competent to make a 
creditable showing with the contestants 
possessed of a full quota of nether extrem-~- 
ities. Iliff is by no means a novice in ath- 
letic work, and before he lost his legs held 
humerous sprinting records. He was in- 
zured in a railway accident in this city in 
October, 1898, and as a result suffered the 
amputaton of both feet. The following May 
his manager made him a pair of artificial 
legs with rubber feet and wax sockets, and 
shortly after Iliff resumed practice in ath- 
letic sports. 

That the loss of his legs has not detracted 
greatly from: his reputation as an athlete 
is evidenced by the following: He holds 
the fifty-yard running record of Nebraska, 
made in eight seconds; the standing back 
jump of three feet ten inches; the standing 
broad jump, five feet four inches; and it 
seems safe to predict that he will capture 
further records this summer. 

Hopes to Lower His Record. 

Last June at Pittsburg he won a handsome 
eilver trophy cup by riding à half mile in 
1:22. He has ridden a half paced in 1:10 and 


a mile in 2:28. In justice to Iliſ it must be | 


said that all of his bicycle records were 
made on o horse tracks. He has 
never had an opportunity of riding on a 
good track and he says when he does he 
will put the half much below 1:10 and the 
mile close to 2:18. Rowley, his manager, !s 
confident that Iliff will exceed 1,300 miles in 
the six-day race. Providing he does 80, the 
promoters of the contest will award him @ 
valuable trophy. 

The race has assumed an international 
aspect. Ten countries are represented in the 
entries. The United States leads with fle- 
teen, Germany follows with eight, Ireland 
has six sons of the old sod in the list, En- 
gland three representatives, France three, 
Canada two, India one, the West Indies one, 
Denmark one, and Sweden one, making a 
total of forty-one entries.

AGREE ON FEBS IN PAUPER CASES 


Lawyers’ Association Prepares a Bill 
Which the Legislature Will Be 
Urged to Pass. 


Members of the Cook County Lawyers’ As- 
sociation yesterday afternoon adopted a 
measure fixing remuneration for attorneys 
appointed by the court to defend pauper 
criminals. This bill will be sent to the Legis- 
lature at once and Chicago Representatives 
in the General Assembly will be urged to 
force the bill until it is fully disposed of. 
The measure provides that the fees of at- 
torneys appointed by the court shall be 
scaled as follows: 

For conducting a murder trial, not to ex- 
ceed $100; other felonies, not to exceed $25; 
misdemeanors, not to exceed $10. 

The bill provides that each pauper crim- 
inal shall be allowed to seléct his own at- 
torney, and if at the time of his selection 
the attorney is otherwise engaged, the court 
can then appoint counsel. It is also provided 
that no attorney or firm of attorneys shall 
be appointed to try more than five cases in 
any one term of court. 

The further provision is made that lawyers 
thus appointed are under no obligations to 
take cases to the Appellate or Supreme 
Courts. 

A resolution was adopted declaring it the 
sense of the association that the fee system 
of the Justices of the Peace should be abol- 
ished and that all moneys collected by 
Justices should be turned into the County 
Treasury and Justices paid a salary.

SIR MICHAEL HICKS BEACH’S SPEECH

London, Feb. 6.—The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer is a quiet man with a husky voice, 
but he has made the speech of the week.

It was sober and terse, but courageous and 
firm. It dealt with the intended resumption 
of the march up the Nile and the reconquest 
of the Soudan. In it Sir Michael Hicks 
Beach referred to the judgment of the mixed 
tribunal against the right of Egypt to pay 
the expenses for the recovery of her lost em- 
pire, and declared that England could not 
be worried out of pursuing the policy it be- 
lieved to be proper and necessary. He pre- 
dicted that a grave question would arise next 
year over the constitution of these mixed 
courts and their power to interfere in affairs

questioned by Europeans. It will be agsert- 
ed that Americans make a stard for prin- 
ciples only to abandon them when they 
succeed in converting other nations to them. 

A curious example of the effect of the 
Senate’s action on the treaty may be re- 
lated on the authority of a trustworthy 
American. He has received authority from 
America to place in the English market 
$2,500,000 of street railway bonds of Akron, 
O., and Detroit.

Prof. Crookes’.remarkable address about 


thought transference by means of brain

plaining so-called facts of telepathy the pro- 


fessor should have proved that those facts 


existed. This suggestion has had the effect 


to put Prof. Crookes on record as, perhaps, 
the first eminent man of science who has de- 
clared his belief that such phenomena as 
thought transference have been fully sub- 
stantiated by proof. He says in a letter to 
the Times yesterday that a great deal of 
solid evidence going to prove and, in my 
view, proving the real existence of telepathy 
and kindred powers has actually been pub- 
lished by the Society for Psychical Research, 
not only in ‘ phantasms of the living’ but in 
the wave volumes of proceedings.“ 

“The experiments and observations ad- 
duced in these columns,” he goes on, “ are 
varied and often difficult of interpretation. 
They need serious study if any criticism of 
them is to carry weight. We invite such 
study, and we are ready to defer to expiicit 


and instructed criticism, although not to the’ 


obiter dicta of even the ablest critic. In the 
meantime, so long as our evidence steadily 
increases, and until that evidence shal! have 
been rebutted by arguments more cogent 
than it has yet had to meet, I for one shall 
think myself entitled to regard telepathy as 
in the possession of the scientific field.”

The last amazing Liberal victory in Wal- 
thamstow was a revolt against a government 
so revolutionary as to silence and depress 
every ministerial supporter, The battle was 
won by a combination of Liberal working- 
men under a strong labor candidate, and 
points the way toward successful reorgan- 
ization of the opposition on democratic lines 
and its ultimate triumph. It was a warning 
to the government that the country needs 
something besides opiates and narcotics in 
domestic legislation, and that the Unionist 
policies lack imspiration and aggressive 
strength. 


Cautious of Venezuelan Treaty. 

Warned by the perils to which the arbitra- 
tion treaty has been exposed, the English 
press is cautious in commenting on the 
Anglo-Venezuelan treaty, which will also 
require ratification by both Chambers in 
Caracas. Sefior Crespo’s influence is con- 
sidered strong enough to secure the assent 
of both Chambers and Venezuela is regard- 
ed as bound in honor to accept with good 
grace the terms obtained through the inter- 
vention of the United States. The arbitra- 
tors are praised as jurists of the highest 
rank, and an equitable settlement of the 
boundary dispute is considered a foregone 
conclusion.

Balfour Regains Prestige. 

Mr. Balfour has been on his mettle since 
the education bill was introduced and has 
partly succeeded in regaining thé prestige 
he lost through the slovenly manner in 
which the measure was explained. Mr. 
Chamberlain came to his rescue in an adroit 
speech, and the first reading was carried by 
a great majority. The measure does not 
excite enthusiasm in any quarter, but will 
be enacted without great difficulty, as the 
Irish members support it, and a new opposi- 
tion below the gangway on the Ministerial 
side cannot be rallied against it. The best 
argument Mr. Chamberlain can offer for 
an imperial subsidy to depominational 
schools is that without this aid they will 
be closed and the rate-payers will be heavily 
taxed for building new schools. 

Increase of the Army. 

The proposed increase of the army, as 
explained by Lord Lansdowne, proves to be 
smaller than was expected. The addition 
slightly exceeds 7,000 men. The measure is 
sharply criticised by military men, espe- 
cially on the ground that the efficiency of 
the guards remaining in England will be 
impaired for the sake of strengthening the 
garrison of Gibraltar. 

Employers’ Liability Bill. 

The real measure of the session has not 
yet been introduced. This is the employers’ 
liability bill, which will probably apply to all 
accidents, without regard to the degree of 
negligence.

Son of a Coal Miner. 

It is curious to notice what manner of 
man it is who has won this femarkable 
victory for Liberalism. The new member, 
Samuel Woods, is a son and grandson of 
coal miners, and the husband of a coal min- 
er's daughter. He was a worker in the pits 
when but 7 years old, and grew up to be a 
miner himself, gaining his education under 
more than ordinary difficulties. A clear 
and earnest speaker, he was offered the 
chance of entering Spurgeon's famous col- 
lege and of becoming a minister, but he 
found his life’s work to be at the mines and 
among the miners. In 1881 he became mir- 
ers’ agent to a great association, number- 
ing some 14,000 men, and eleven years later 
he won a seat in the House of Commons; 
for a division of Lancashire. Unseated at 
the last election, he has indeed brought 
the war into the heart of the enemy’s camp. 
and has achieved a success which probabiy 
astonishes none more deeply than the Lib- 
erckls themselves. 

Woman Suffrage in England. 

Since those exciting days in April, 1892, 
when the women’s suffrage bill was defeated 
by a narrow majority of some twenty votes, 
there has been no such invas#n of the outer 
and inner lobbies of the House of Commons 
as on Tuesday night last, when women be- 
sieged the place, exacting, coaxing, almost 
threatening. The present bill is obscurely 
drawn and dispenses unequal favors, for 
while it grants the franchise to certain 
classes of women, with a more liberal hand 
than in the case of men, it utterly denies the 
coveted right to great numbers of skilled and 
educated women who possess the same con- 
ditions required of men. A radical criticism 
of this measure is that it enfranchises prop- 
erty and not sex, and will not give to the 
mass of independent workingwomen any 
political power whatsoever. The question 
may be one at which many politicians smile, 
but the steadily increasing support it re- 
ceives cannot be denied by any careful 


student.

WALES’ COURTESY 10 AMBRICANS. 


His Presence at the Bayard Dinner Is 
Not to Be Considered asa Per- 
sonal Tribute. 


London, Feb. 6.—The dinner which United 
States Ambassador Bayard gave on Wednes- 
day last to the Prince of Wales, and which 
was attended by a number of the most promi- 
nent persons of England, including the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury, was a great success in all 
respects. The Prince of Wales enjoyed him- 
self greatly and was very appreciative of the 
American dishes, especially the brandied 
peaches, which are unknown in England. 
The assumption that the Prince of Wales’ 
acceptance of Mr. Bayard’s invitation wasa 
personal tribute to the present American 
Ambassador is erroneous. The Prince of 
Wales has often dined with previous Ameri- 
can Ministers, and also with former Secre- 
taries of the ‘American Legation. The fact 
that the Prince and all the other Englishmen 
present wore their orders alone shows that 
he considered it an official occasion, and de- 
sired to pay a compliment to the American 
Nation. This is likewise shown by his toast 
at the dinner of the Whitefriars club, which 
includes the best known authors and news- 
paper writers, a few evenings ago. Consul- 
General Collins was the guest of honor, and 
over 100 persons were presént, including 
Messrs. Hemty, Farjeon, Christie-Murray, 
Poultney Bigelow, and Lowe, editor of the 
St. James’ Gazette, Replying to a toast, the 
Consul-General made a speech of refreshing 
candor in which he good raturedly criticised 
the English and praised America. He said:

Thistrip, if undertaken, will 
not come for more than a year after he has 
finished a lecture tour in the United States 
next autumn.

Discomfiture of Salisbury. 


It is not easy to speak in too strong terms of 
the discomfiture of Lord Salisbury’s follow- 
ers over the result of the recent by-elections. 
The loss of Walthamstow, which was sup- 
posed to be overwhelmingly Conservative, 
has been a staggering blow wle no amount 
of explanation will palliate. Tus was the 
thirteenth vacancy which has been filled 
since the present government took control 
eighteen months ago. The votes polled in 
those elections show an aggregate Liberal 
gain of 15 per cent and a Conservative loss 
of 4percent. According to these figures, ap-

of 1895, would now be turned out of office if 
a general election were held. None of the

These figures are computed from the ad- 
vance sheets of the last report of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. 

The average passenger earnings per mile, 
as shown by the last reports to this commis- 
slot of roads operating in Iowa, are $0; 
the Kansas report fot®1805, $844; in the Illi- 
mois report for 1805 they are $1,582; and, as 
shown by ther rt of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, they dre $4,422; in New 
3 $4,518; in New York and in Ohio, 
1.951. 

It appears from the reports of this commis- 
sion for 1805 that the average distance trav- 
eled by each passenger over the Iowa roads 
during the current year was 31.12 miles; the 
average fare therefore paid by each passen- 
ger was 76.04 cents. If the fare was two 
cents a mile the average passenger would 
save S. 4 cents. Whether and to what extent 
the difference would induce people to travel 
more than they do now on account of busi- 
ness, necéssity, or pleagure you can deter- 
mine for yourself, 

In Michigan three foads reduced their 
fare to two dents, resulting in each case ina 
loss of passenger earnings. In Wisconsin, 
when a law was parsed decreasing the rate 


of fare one cent per mile there appeared no 


perceptible tncrease in passenger traffic. 
Efficiency to Be Considered. 
Other matters worthy of consideration in 
this connection are the present efficiency 
of the passenger service; what effect, if any, 
a decrease in passenger earnings would 


have upon the passenger service generally, 


and especially upon the number and charac- 
ter of the local trains, 

It is also well to bear in mind that the 
local and branch lines in Iowa constitute a 
large portion of the railway mileage, and 
that much of the passenger business on such 
lines is done at a loss at the present rate. 

It is also evident that as yet the Iowa rail- 
roads have not been brought up to a proper 
physical condition. With scarce an excep- 
tion, every line in the State demands large 
expenditures, and some of them in the very 
near future, for ballast, ties, new steel, 


changes in grades, double track. and addi- 


tional equipment, and in this condition of 
things we are not alone. The same needs 
exist in a greater degree in nearly every 
State adjoining us in order to bring the 
roads to that condition rightly required by 
the public needs. 
The commission has thus answered you at 
considerable length, and what we have said, 
together with those things suggested by it 
and statistics furnished, in the way of an in- 
vestigation on your own part quite fully 
answers your inquiries. 
The present discussion of this matter, its 
importance to the public generally, the in- 
terests involved, and your high character as 
the representatives of the varied and vast 
interests of our State, as President of the 
State Agricultural Society, have inducedthe 
commission to reply at this length. 
The board will be glad to render you any 
assistance required in your further investi- 
gation of the subject.

DEALING IN STOCKS IN. WALL STREET 
CONTINUES DULL. 


Investigation of the Sagar Trust At- 
tracts Mach Attention in New York 
Its President Becomes Greatly Ex- 
cited on the Witness Stand—Annudi 
Report of Jersey Central Is Far 
from Satisfactory—No New Features 
Taken On by General Business. 


New York, Feb. 6.—{Special.J—The stock 
market stays dull. Little that is of import- 
ance appears on the surface. Both bull and 
bear traders are apparently disgusted with 
the outlook for fluctuations, It is beyond 
any question that many values are where 
they ought to change. We have the stocks 
of a long list of reorganized properties sell- 
ing ‘below present intrinsic value, taking no 
account whatever of prosperous prospects. 
We have at the same time groups of shares 
which have a market valuation much higher 
than either their earnings or their hopes can 
warrant. In this list are the arfthracite 
coal stocks and a number of the industrials. 
Before the stocks which are too cheap go up 
it is prohable that the stocks which are too 
high must come down, 

General business takes on no new features. 
Every business interest is waiting. We may 
have in Wall street something of a spurt in 
quotations anticipatory of what the special 
session of Congress under McKinley's lead- 
ership may do in the way of recasting the 
tariff. But the general business interests of 
the country, as it now looks, will doubtless 
prefer to await what is definite. So many 
plans have been made for their betterment 
and so much progress has been made off and 
cn in the apparent perfection of those plans 
—plans and progress, but noaccomplishment 
—that in all probability general trade will 
now hold itself in check until there shall be 
results. In Wall street it is belleved that the 
tariff legislation proposed for the special 
session will be provided expeditiously, yet 
here and there are doubters as to the smooth- 
ness of procedure for the program proposed, 
for jn ‘the financial world the obstaclemakers 
at Washington are the most industrious and 
the most effective of all of our statesmen, 


Investigating the Trusts. 


In New York we have begun an investiga- 
tion of the trugts within the last couple of 


picions which are not anywhere disguised. 
However jugt the insinuations against the 
investigating committee may be it is certain 
that in the way some of the witnesses have 
started out we may get some information of 
consequence. The head of the sugar trust 
has disported himself by going mad on the 
witness stand. So smooth a gentleman rare- 
ly loses his temper. Ugly information some- 
times is not willingly distributed when such 
managers of great blind pools get mad in 
public. 

If the investigation should be a seriousand 
honest one it is certain that its results will 
be important. Just how far it could influ- 
ence the consumers of the staples which are 
controlled and cornered by these trusts is, 
of course, a matter for much theorizing. 
But if the investigation shall oblige the man- 
agers of these mysterious corporations to let 
the public know the truth about the inside 
of their blind pools, what they make and 
what they lose, how they make it and how 
they lose it, what really in the wayof values 
their shares and their bonds represent—if 
the investigation lets in light on the finan- 
ciering of these gigantic games, the result 
will be well worth all the time and all the 
labor that can be devoted. At present no 
stockholder in the sugar trust, or any other 
trust, knows a single thing about what the 
shares represent. He can't know. The 
blind pool managers curtly refuse all in- 
formation, 


Alleged Mystery About Bonds. 


The sugar trust has $10,000,000 of bonds 
authorized. Only the directors of the trust 
know whether these bonds are issued or not 
—whether they are every once and awhile 
issued and then redeemed— whether they are 
now in the treasury or in the offices of Wall 
street bdfikers who handle sterling exchange 
transactions for the trust. Not a single 
shareholder of the sugar trust knows 
whether in 1806 there were net profits or net 
losses. Not one person outside of the little 
clique of managers knows whether specula- 
tions in the raw sugar mafket added to the 
company’s revenues or resulted in millions 
of losses. 

Stockholders should know these things. 


the last twelve months have had most to 
do with the financial situation proper; most 
to do with making intrinsic values for se- 


_curities of the trust dealt in on the stock 


exchange. The man who buys sugar trust 
stock in the present market is simply ram- 
bling around in a dynamite mine. The man 
who buys it at any time and thinks himself 
an investor is a man who is utterly silly 
and is a gambler with recklessness for his 
chief virtue. 


One of the events of the week has been the 
annual statement of the Jersey Central ralil- 
way. This is the third of the anthracite coal 
roads to make its annual showing within ten 
days. Its features are: Increased bonded 
indebtbedness, increased bills and accounts 
payable, increased credits to individuals 
and companies.“ It shows that its dividends 
were earned after about half a million dollars 
was charged to construction account and 
after the expansion of that always suspicious 
item, bills receivable. In its receipts for the 
year there is a credit approaching $500,000 
as interest on bonds it holds of the Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre Coal company, a subordi- 
nate corporation which controls output in 
Pennsylvania and is surprising Wall street 
by its sudden show ofactivity. Its apparent 
prosperity, however, seems wholly confined 
to providing its controller, the Jersey Cen- 
tral, with funds to help pay dividends. Tnere 
is this significance in evidence along with 
Wall street’s suspicions: The Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre company is hiding its reports, 
refusing absolutely to let the public know a 
single thing about its operations. It is an- 
other blind pool. 

The people who buy Jersey Central stock 
on the theory that it is earning dividends 
(while so large a part of this dividend show- 
ing is represented by crediting receipts from 
the subordinate corporation, whose own con- 
dition is wrapped in darkest mystery) are 
people who exercise about the same intelli- 
gence that do these who load up with sugar 
trust. One blind pool differeth from anofher 
blind pool only in the size of its traps for the 
public.

A combination of commercial clubs in the In- 
diana gas belt has been formed to secure a reduc- 
tion in insurance rates from the companies. ‘The 
interested people threaten to organize a new insur- 
ahes company to carry their risks unless their de- 
man ls are favorably received. Muncie, Anderson, 
Marion, Kokomo, Elwood, Alexandrié, and Hart- 
fore City are represented in the new combination. 
A petition has been prepared for presentation to 
the companies. It says: 

In the first few years of the Indiana gas belt, 
when the appliances for burning the fuel were 
crude and wasteful and the people careless, there 
were many explosions and fires. Insurance com- 
panies were quick to realize the danger afd were 
justified in making a steady raise in the rates for 
gas belt towns, until the cost was 0 per cent 
greater than the cost outside this district. In the 
last few years, since the gas has been used mod- 
erately and with care with modern and safe ap- 
pliances, the percentage of fires resulting from 
the use of gas has been cut down until it is now 
really lower than the percentage in coal-consum- 
ing countries. The insurahce rates have remained 
at the top notch and concessions asked for have 
not been Franted.“

Chattanooga, Tenn., Feb, 6.—A decision has been 
handed down by Judge C. D. Clark of the United 
„States District Court in the case of Gertrude 5. 
Whiteside verrus the Improved Order of Hepta- 
sophs, which materially affects all fraternal in- 
surance orders in America. In overruling defend- 
ant’s motion for a new trial in a suit for recovery 
of a benefit certificate, payment of which was 
denied for the reason that assessments necessary 
to the gcod standing of the deceased member had 
not been paid as »equired by the supreme laws of 
the order, the court held that fraternal orders were 
on the same legal footing as ordinary life com- 
panies and that a local financial officer of a lodge 
could waive requirements of the Supreme Con- 
clave.

EASTERN JOINT TRAFFIC POOL TO 
BE REORGANIZED AT ONCE. 


Executive Board of Presidents and 
General Managers Calls a Meeting 
for Wednesday in New York to De- 
velop a New Scheme to Supplant the 
Tottering Trust—Governing Body 
of Men Not Connected with Inter- 
ested Roads Proposed. 


A complete reorganization of the Eastern 
Joint Traffic pool will be effected at once. 
Notwithstanding their denials that serious 
trouble exists, the Fastern rajiroad mag- 
nates: have become convinced during the 
last few days that the pool in its present 
shape is a failure and cannot be enforged. 

The Presidents of the various pool lines 
have been telegraphing back and forth dur- 
ing the last day or two as to the bes. course 
to be pursued to prevent an open rate war. 
The conclusion has been reached that the 
situation has become so grave as to demand 
a meeting of the Execuiive Board of Pres- 
idents and General Managers and the adop- 
tion of new methods for the future conduct 
vf the association. This meeting will be 
held in New York on Wednesday next, and 
it promises to be as interesting and far- 
reaching in its action as the one held on 
board of J. Pierpont Morgan’s yacht two 
years ago, when the Joint Traffic pool first 
was formed. 

The Board of Managers and the Commis- 
sioner of the pool are blamed primarily for 
the present chaotic condition of affairs. 
There has been more or less friction, it is 
asserted, between the Commissioner and the 
Board of Managers. The expensive Roard 
of Arbitration has proved almost useless 
and its members have had scarcely anything 
to do except to draw their fat salaries.

ANTI-SCALPERS’ BILL MAY BE PASSED 


9 
Prospects Are Getting Brighter Every 
Day—Only Danger Is Short Ses- 
sion of Congress. 


Unless the anti-scalpers’ bill 18 being 
taiked to death in the United States Senate 
railroad officials believe it will become a law 
before the present Congress adjourns. 

The only danger to the bill, according to 
Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passen- 
ger Association, who has just returned from 
Washington, is the shortness of the time 
left for its discussion, Up to two weeks ago 
the prospects of the bill were poor. Con- 
gressmen and Senators had been flooded 
with remonstrances against the bill, wich 
were procured through the efforts of the 
scalpers. Many business-men signed their 
names to these remonstrances under a mis- 
apprehension, having been made to believe 
by the scalpers that the bill was against the 
public interest. 

During the last two weeks, however, Mr. 
Caldwell says, the situation has completely 
changed, and Congressmen and Senators 
who had been against the bill were now for 
it, having received sufficient evidence to 
prove beyond a doubt that the merchants 
and the general public, as well as the rail- 
roads, will be benefited by the passage of 
the bill. 

Petitions are now pouring in upon the 
members of Congress from all parts of the 
country and all classes urging the passage 
of the bill. 

Christian Endeavor people, who want low 
rates for their convention in San Francisco 
next summer, were particularly active in 
behalf of the passage of the bill. They have 
been promised not only a one-fare rate for 
the round trip, but stop-overs and other 
privileges if the bill should be passed. These 
conditions, railroad officials say, cannot be 
granted so long as tickets are subject to the 
manipulation of scalpers.

“It is a pretty big 
job for us kids and we want the papers to 
help us. We had a meeting last week and 
arranged to get out a petition. 

** We had a thousand petitions and we alm 
to have each of the pupils get ten names on 
his or her petition. Some ok them won't 
get ten, but some of them will get more than 
ten. Well, when we get ten names on each 
of these 1,000 petitions, which will be 10,000 
names, we expect a committee of six—I 
guess that these six will be our fathers— 
will take all these petitions to the Board of 
Education.

Must Move or Can’t Graduate.

The elevated road runs by 
the side of the building and the trains make 
go much noise that we can’t do a thing while 
they are puffing and blowing. I tell you we 
must have a building away from the railroad 
or we never can graduate. That's a fact.“ 

The petition, after requesting the Board of 
Education to erect in a suitable location and 
without delay a structure which shall be 
adapted to the uses of the South Division 
High School, sets forth as the base of the 
appeal that the Alley Elevated road runs in 
close proximity to the west side of the school 
building, at which point there is a station, 
At intervals of two and a half minutes trains 


tion, when by the puffing of locomotives, the 
hissing of escaping steam, or the screeching 
of brakes the general work of the school- 
room is not only greatly interfered with and 
the nerves of both teachers and pupils se- 
verely tried, but no recitation can be con- 
ducted with any satisfactory continuity. 
Supplementing the Alley L a trolley line 
occupies Twenty-sixth street, immediately 
in front of the building; and, with its rum- 
bling wheels and clanging gongs, filis the 
few minutes which otherwise might be quiet 
with discordant noises. The position will, 
beyond question, be rendered practically un- 
tenable when the General Electric road is 
completed along the Wabash avenue front. 


Building Is Too Small. 

The petition also asserts as good reasons 
why a new building should be erected that 
the building now occupied by the school is 
too small. To meet the demands upon it the 
Assembly Hall has been divided into school 
rooms. Nevertheless, 150 pupils of the dis- 
trict are now attending other high schools 
remote from their homes, and large numbers 
are patronizing private schools because of 
the poor accommodations offered by the 
public. The changes which from time to 
time have been made in the building to meet 
the demands of improved methods of edu- 
cation have but poorly served their purpose. 
A room in the basement, difficult of access, 
damp, imperfectly ventilated and heated, 
and large enough to accommodate only a 
portion of a class ata time, has been made 
to serve as a natural history laboratory. 
The principal's office has been fitted up as a 
physical laboratory, but will accommodate 
only half a class at a time, thus entailing 
expense for instruction which ought to be 
obviated. The Assembly Hall, having been 
converted into school rooms, it is impossible 
to bring all the pupils, or even a considerable 
number, together, no matter what the 6cca- 
sion may be. A garret room, under a slant- 
ing roof, with low ceiling, lighted by a sky- 
light, and but poorly ventilated, has been 
fitted up for a chemical laboratory. This 
will accommodate but half a class at a time. 
A similar room in another corner of the gar- 
ret, equally ill-adapted to its purpose, is used 
for a drawing room. 

The present location of the building is 
such, so the petition concludes, as to seri-

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um INVENTOR TOR OF A GREAT RIFLE 


Since 1869. . Weapon Which Bears 
His Name and That of Henry Has 
Been Standard of British Army. 


It was only after many years of experi- 
mental gunmaking that success and honor 
came to M. Martini, who died in Switzerland 
last Monday. 

Since 1869 the Martini-Henry rifle has 
been the standard arm of the British army 
and of the Turkish Empire. It was adopted 
in England only after a competition which 
was practically open to the w orld, Martini 
was the inventor of a breech loading con- 
trivance which he offered with u rifle of his 
own desigh. But only his breech was adopt- 
ed, after severe tests, and, combined with

the Henry rifie barrel, became the regular 
gun for the Queen's soldiers. The Bacon, 
the Berdar, the Kerr, the Carter and Ed- 
wards, the Money-Walker, and the Westley- 
Richards were among the other guns of- 
fered in the competition. In most of them 
a bolt wes used for breech closing. Martini 
used a falling block, an idea first adopted by 
Peabody, an American inventor, and from 
which it has been said, indeed, Martini took 
his own idea. 

In the Martini-Henry rifle the breech is 
closed by a block, which swings on & pin 
passing through the upper rear end of the 
shoe, as in the Peahody, the shoe taking the 
recoil. There is no strain on either the 
block pin or the lever pin. The cartridge is 
exploded by a direct acting piston driven by 
the action of a strong spiral spring in the 
breech block. The block is acted on by a 
lever in the rear of the trigger guard. The 
act of pushing the lever forward causes the 
block to , the spring to be compressed, 
and the empty cartridge case to be ejected. 
On drawing back the lever the block is raised 
80 as to close the breech and the arm is ready 
for firing. An indicator at the side shows 
whether or not the arm is cocked, and a 
safety bolt secures the trigger and answers 
for half-lock. 

The motion of the breech block in the Pea- 
body is essentially the same, a bent lever 
ejecting the empty shells, but the Martini 
block contains the lock. while in the Pea- 
body the side lock is used. 

After its acceptance the British Govern- 
ment began making the Martini-Henry rifle 
at Enfield. It was capable of firing twelve 
shots n minute. Its range was 1,200 yards, 
and its weight, without bayonet, 9. 32 pounds.

MRS. CATT ON SUFFRAGE. 


SHE ADDRESSES THE POLITICAL 
EQUALITY CLUB OF CHICAGO. 


She Asserts That When Women Re- 
spect Themscives as They Should 
the Men Will Ne Longer Deny Them 
the Right .te Vote—The Sexes 
Should Stand Together and Solve 
the Great Problems of the Century 
—Reception and Tea Follow. 


Few chairs were vacant yesterday after- 
noon in the Woman’s club-rooms, No. 15 
Washington street, where Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, Chairman of the National Organ- 
ization committee, spoke before the mem- 
bers and guests of the Political Equality 
club, Miss Mary G. Hay, also of the National 
American Suffrage Association, spoke 
briefly; reports were made by Catherine 
Waugh McCulloch on Legislative Bills,“ 
and by Miss E. A. Martin on “ Petition 
Work; Mrs. Jennie C. Hutchins spoke on 
“Current Suffrage Events, and Mary M. 
Bartelme on the Custody of Children.” 
But the chief interest centered in Mrs. Catt's 


address. 

In the morning Mrs. Catt, who is on her 
way from Des Moines, Ia., 
New York, was given an informal reception 
at the Sherman House by the members of 
the Cook County Equal Suffrage Associa- 
tion, and, following the meeting in the aft- 
ernoon, a tea was given for her at the Wom- 
an's club. 

. Mrs. Cait’s Address. 

Mrs. Catt was heartily applauded when 
she appeared on the platform. 

“Women were not disenfranchised be- 
cause of the action of men of qur own gen- 
eration,” she said, but because of that of 
primitive ages. I am not one of those Who 
blame the men of today for the laws, for 
they are not responsible for them, and I 
believe they are ready to give suffrage to 
women just so soon ae they believe women 
want it. We need to teach men to respect 
women, and women to respect themselveg. 
When women respect themeelves as they 
should there will not be any who will not 
want to vote. 

“If you would truly understand the cause 
of disénfranchisement, ask the most igno- 
rant and vicious man you know, and his 
reason for disenfranchisement will be be- 
cause he does not respect woman. Ask men 
of culture and refinement and they will say 
they do not like to have us mix in the mire 
of politics. Why is there a mire in polities? 
9 ped because woman's influence is not felt 
in it 

„Men and women have been equal con- 
tributors to the cause of civilization, but 
they have been standing.rivals to each other 
for ages when their aims are the same and 
they shouldi be working along the same lines, 
standing against evil, instead of againet 
each other. There are half-fledged suf- 
fragists who hate men, but the genuife, 
true advocates of suffrage believe men and 
women should stand together and solve the 
great problems of the century.’ 


Equal Saffrage in Colorado. 

Mrs. Catt referred at length to the im- 
proved condition of affairs in Colorado since 
women have been allowed to vote, and told 
of the way an Eastern paper's coi. clusions 
that the law was a fallure had been reached. 
She said that the paper’s woman correspond- 
ent had made a tour of the voting places in 
Denver in company with a gambler, who 
took her to sections of the city that only 
were frequented by the most depraved char- 
acters. 

A a result of this false report,“ con- 
tinued Mrs. Catt, a paper has been pre- 
vared and signed by fifty people vf high 
standing in the State. It states that woman 
suffrage is not a failure in Colorado and 
declares the statements made by the re- 
porter to be false. It is signed by the Gov- 
ernor of the State and all the ex-Covernors 
residing in it, by the Chief Justice and all 
the officers of the Supreme Court, and all 
the officers of the State beside. 

“This paper will be circulated all over 
the United States.“ 

Through the efforts of Miss Mary G. Hoy 
$200 was subscribed for use in the national 
suffrage work. 

At the close of the meeting an informal 
reception was held in the club rooms, where 
tea was served. 


TEACHERS DISCUSS THE PENSION LAW 


George Howland and Ella F. Young 
Clabs Applaud a Proposition to 
Amend the Measure. 

At a joint meeting of the George Howland 
and Ela F. Young clubs, held at the Sher- 
mgn House yesterday afternoon, the teach- 
ers’ pension law was the principai subject 

of discussion. 

Joseph W. Errant, Chairman of the Pen- 
sion Board, in answering a number of ques- 
tions prepared by the Program committee, 
showed that the present fund is nearly $50,- 
000 in advance of present needs, with thirty- 
five pensioners. The number of people who 
could be pensioned on the present fund is 
about ninety. How long it will be before this 
limit is reached he did not venture to esti- 
mate, but he recommended that the law 
should be amended, This statement was 
received with general applause. 

Mr. Errant also suggested the appointment 
of a committee to further consider the mat- 
ter, to consist of representatives of both 
clubs.

to her home in_ 


enough for the time being,and the need for 


amendment was not pressing and would 
come in due time. 

It is probable the agitation will result in 
the amendment of the law in some way.

a sharp watch at all stations where stops 
were made, the idea being that the stealing 
was done at night when trains were hauled 
up at handy points for water or orders. 


Tactics of the Robbers. 


Long work and close watching by detec- 
tives finally resulted in the discovery that 
most of the thefts were committed just be- 
fore the trains reached Chicago. On the 
Lake Shore cars that were in good condi- 
tion at Elkhart and South Bend would roll 
into this city the next day with broken 
seals And lacking part of their original con- 
tents. On the Pennsylvania the thefts were 
plainly made this side of Valparaiso, Ind. 
The Illinois Central suffered most in the 
deserted sections of the far southern parts 
of the city close to the limits line. While 
this much was accepted as fact by both 
the detectives and the trunsportation offi- 
clals, the manner in which the thefts were 
committed remained as dense u mystery as 
ever. After leaving South Bend no stop 
was made by the Lake Shore fast freight 
trains at any station east of Chicago long 
enough to give the thieves a chance to work, 
and wherever stops were made the tralnmen 
Were always out on watch. The same con- 
ditions prevailed on the Pennsylvania and 
the Illinois Central. It was evident the rob- 
bing was done after the trains had left 
South Bend and Valparaiso, but how? One 
day the Lake Shore detectives made a dis- 
covery. Just west of South Bend isa steep 

rade, in ascending which all heavily-laden 

rains have to materially reduce their speed. 

Along this rise a sharp-eyed inspector found 
traces of plunder. By the side of the tracks 
remains of fires were found which up to 
then were supposed to have been started by 
tramps for cooking and warming purposes, 
Poking in the ashes of one of these deserted 
camp fires the inspector came across the 
remnants of some burned shoes. Ile dug 
further into the ashes and unearthed shoes 
that were only partly burned. Enough of 
them remained to show they were sew 
goods and the maker’s name was readily 
decipherable. Word was sent to the officers 
of the company and an organized search was 
made in that vicinity. 


Disposal of the Plunder. 


In the bushes far to one side of the track 
nearly 100 new sweaters, moldy and rotting 
from exposure to the weather, were found. 
Further along, partly hidden in the bushes, 
were new shoes and other goods. Compari- 
son with the claims of stolen property on file 
in the company’s office made it abundantly 
plain these were the proceeds of fast freight 
train robberies. So far as the Lake Shore 
line was concerned the detectives were con- 
vineed that the thefts had been committed 
while the trains were going up the grade 
just after leaving South Bend. But how? 
This was the question that stuck the smart- 
est of them. Conductors’ reports and the 
investigations of special agents showed the 
cars left South Bend in good order and the 
trains were free from tramps and other sus- 
picious characters. Watch was kept on the 
grade in the hopes of catching the rascals at 
work, but they seemed to be posted on this 
and transferred their operations to another 
line. When the watch, after many weary 
nights of fruitless guard in therald and wet, 
was withdrawn, back came the thieves to the 
Lake Shore again and depredations were re- 
newed. n the meantime other important 
discoveries were made. It was found by the 
traces of wheel tracks in the wet ground 
that the thieves who did the stealing from 
the cars had accomplices who carted away 
the goods. If the amount was larger than 
the wagons would hold the surplus plunder 
was dragged back into the bushes and either 
hidden or burned. Step by step the fact de- 
veloped that the stolen goods were"taken 
eastward to small towns and disposed of. 
Close search of second-hand stores and 
** fences ’’ in Chicago had satisfied the rall- 
way people that none of the plunder came to 
this city. In following up the clew of the 
wagon tracks it was afterwards found that 
the gang had agents in Eastern towns who 
disposed of the stolen stuff. 


‘Thieves Board the Trhin. 


These were the conditions over which the 
conductor and his crew were debating as 
the train rolled out of Elkhart on its way 
to South Bend on the night referred to. 
Satisfied that everything was thus far all 
right, the conductor, positive no raid would 
be made until the next station was reached, 
began to map out his plan of operations. 
While he was thus engaged four desperate 
men were making preparations to rob that 
very train. Just as it was moving out of 
Elkhart these men, unseen in the darkness 


of the night by hurrying brakemen, had 


boarded the forward cars on the off side 
and stowed themselves away on the bump- 
ers. Here, closely hidden against the ends 
of the cars, the thieves escaped observa- 
tion. When the signal for*brakes was 
blown on nearing South Bend the rogues 
got ready, and as the train slowed down 
they jumped off, keeping on the dark side 
of the cars. The stop at South Bend was 
a short one, and when the train got under 
way again the crew had been unable to dis- 
cover anything wrong. By the time head- 
way had been made the four thieves were 
all aboard again and unseen. Back in the 
caboose the conductor told his men what 
he wanted them to do, when the reduced 
speed told them the grade had been reached. 


Tell-Tale Rope Ladder Found.

S Chicago, judged from the standpoint of 
morals, growing better or worse? Hag 
vice been subdued to any appreciabie ex< 
tent, or is it more flagrant than it was 

two, or five, or twenty years ago? Have the 
efforts of the city authorities and the Civio 
Federation to improve the morals of the city 
been productive of any real good? | 
These are the questions which have been 
put by a representative of THr SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE to leading citizens of Chicago who 
are in position to know the facts and have 
no object in misrepresenting them. The 
Mayor, the Chief of Police, the Secretary of 
the Civic Federation, the Chairman of the 
federation’s Committee on Morals, an exe 
State’s-Attorney, a saloon-man, a clergy< 
man, and others who have intimate knowl- 
edge of the real conditions have in this wax 
given testimony. 

The consensus of opinion is that there hag 
been a decided and strongly marked ime 
provement; many forms of vice have been 


stamped out altogether, and others have. 


been so regulated as to be deprived of their 
most objectionable features. The results of 
the crusade are such as to encourage the 
principal movers in it to renewed efforts in 
the same direction. 

No claim is made that vice has been ene 
tirely suppressed—it still exists in many serie 
ous phases, but it has been curtailed and les- 
semed, so these judges say, to an astonishing 
degree, considering the size of the city and 
the nesting places for sin which its magni- 
tude affords. What vice remains is mostly 
of the secret or hidden ind. The moral ate 
mosphere gives visible signs of purification, 

On one important point there is a marked 
clash of opinion. Chief of Police Badenoch 
asserts that official blackmailing of disrep- 
utables has been stopped. Adolph Nathan, 
Chairman of the Civic Federation’s Com- 
mittee on Morals, says he has names, dates, 
and particulars to show that this pernicious 
practice was still extensively carried on ag 
recently as three months ago. 


Saturnalia of Open Vice. ‘ 

It is only a few years ago that Chicaga 
was honeycombed with all kinds of vice, 
Gambling was openly conducted oh many 
of the principal streets, Agente stood at 
fhe doors of the dens to solicit custom, and 
it was impossible for a man with a ready- 


money appearance to walk down Clark or 


Randolph or State street without being told 
a score of times that “all games are open 
up-stairs.” Every old-timer will readily re-

were operated and how victims were fleeced 
of large sums of money, some of the biggest 
“tricks —in police parlance—being turned 
in first-class hotels. THe tough saloon, ever 
ready to tempt strangers to part themselves 
from their money, was in evidence on every 
block in the down-town district. Here 
also were to be found a dangerous class 
thieves to whom the sight of a roll of 
carelessly displayed was an incentive to 
murder. In those days it was no uncommon 
occurrence to find the bodies of murdered 
men in the river, ugly wounds showing how 
they had come to their death, while pockets 
turned inside out told plainly of hurried 
robbery.

‘a Statement no man who uses his eyes can 
‘truthfully dispute. 

‘There are no pool-rooms or bookmaking 
concerns doing business openly. Occasion- 
ally some shirt-cuff gamester will take bets 
on the ‘sneak,’ as we call it, for a day or 

two in some quiet corner, but in the end 
our detectives catch him and drive him away. 
There is a constant watch kept for these 
offenders, and the smartest of them cannot 

@peape. Bookmaking and gambling have 
been two of the most serious forms of vice 
“with which we have had to contend. When 
they were run openly they deprived working 
people of a large share of their earnings and 
caused a great deal of misery d crime. 
In suppressing them we have improved the 
physical and financial as well as the moral 
condition of the community. 

Impossible to Suppress Policy. 


Policy playing, I will say frankly, has not 
been suppressed, and cannot be until the law 
is amended. In its present shape there is 
no provision against policy, and the keepers 
of the rooms simply laugh at our efforts to 
stop them. We have tried to drive them out 
of business by raiding them, but the courts 
have decided against us, and we quit. Know- 
ing that the law does not make the policy 
game illegal I would become a law-breaker 
myself if I should keep on making arrests. 
Policy is a flagrant evil, and affects the very 
people who can least afford it. It takes but 
a few. cents to play the game, but the aggre- 
gate receipts must be heavy, as one member 
of the sporting fraternity told me when J 
first took office that it had been the custom 
to pay the Police Department $3,000 a month 
for protection.

Mr. Nathan Springs a Sensation. 


Adolph Nathan, Chairman. of the Civic 
Federation Committee on Morals, notes in 
some features a decided change for the bet- 
ter in the moral condition of Chicago. Mr. 
Nathan says: ‘I was at first discouraged 
to think we were not able to show more 
positive results after our months. of effort, 
but a recent visit to New York has con- 
vinced me our progress in purifying the city 
has been better than I thought. With a full 
knowledge of the conditions, I do not hesi- 
tate to say there been a., very de- 
cided improvement. While in New Vork [ 
had à long talk with the. police authorities, 
and they admitted that the outcome of 
similar work there had been disappointing. 
After an inspection of the conditions in that 
‘city and comparison with the situation here 
I feel. satisfied we have accomplished won- 
ders, There is still much to be done, but 
the results thus far attained are certainly 
encouraging enough to warrant us in keép- 
ing up the good work. In the first place, 
there can be no question but that 
public gambling has been stopped, 
and this in itself is a great 
Victory. ‘My special efforts have been 
directed to ‘lessening the flaunting vice of 
the social evil and, with the aid of the police 
and the railway-officials at the Polk street 
depot, a great change has been wrought in 
such thoroughfares as Custom-House place, 
Plymouth place, and lower Dearborn street. 
Before the agitation the scenes to be daily 
encountered in that part of the city were ap- 
palling in their indecency. Now there is an 
outward pretense at decency and respecta- 
bility, and this is more than could be said 
before. There is one bad feature, however, 
and that is the levying of official blackmail 
upon disreputables, which in turn aggra- 
vates the naturally bad conditions.“ 

Mr. Nathan’s attention was here directed 
to the fact that the Chief of Police had as- 
serted in the strongest of language that the 
raiding and blackmailing of this class of 
offenders had been entirely done away with. 
He seemed surprised at the statement, and 
then in a calm, deliberate manner said: 


Nathan Says He Has Proofs. 


„If a reform has been secured in this direc- 
tion it must have taken place within the 
last three months. I have not made an in- 
vestigation lately, but as Chairman of the 
Civic Federation Committee on Morals I 
gave considerable time to this phase of vice 
some months ago. I then found it was the 
practice of the police to visit disreputable 

uses, particularly those in which rob- 
berſes were committed, and on these visits 
the officers would levy an assessment of $5 
or so a head on the inmates. If ‘the money 
Was paid the victims were left unmolested 
until the time came to make another round. 
If no money was forthcoming’ a raid in- 
variably followed, ard the prisoners were 
put to great expense in.seouring bail bonds. 
engaging lawyers, and paying fines and 
court costs. hen a robbery was commit- 
ted in one of these houses and complaint 
made to the police it was the practice to 
force the thieves to surrender a portion of 
the plunder for the sake of getting the com- 
plainantout of town. This done the thieves 
would then be compelled to give up to the 
police one-half, or even more, of the money 
retained by them at the time of the settle- 
ment with the victim. These were the con- 
ditions which existed as recently as three 
months aso, and I have names, dates, and 
particulars to substantiate the assertion. If 

a reform has been worked in this matter 
since then it is a good thing. 

The social evil is the most difficult form 

of vice we have to deal with and it is made 
ore so by the mawkfsh sentiment of sensi- 
tiveness which tabooes an open discussion of 
the subject: It is a condition which exists 
and we must accept it. Our only hope of re- 
lief Hes in * with the matter fearless- 
ly. I am in favor of regulation rather than 

suppression, as the latter seems to be im- 
practicable unless human nature can be 
changed. would have the 3 
localized and isolated.

licenses. e elty should not attempt to 
make money out of sin: the license fees could 
de used for the improvement of the disrep- 
utable quarters.

prosechition followed. The closing of the 
public gambling-houses has been a godsend 
to many a famity, and if no other results 
had been accomplished this alone would, in 
my estimation, warrant me in asserting 
that vice had received a severe blow and 
that the moral standard of the community 
had been very perceptibly raised. Another 
potent factor for good is the increase of so- 
cial societies like the Young Men's Christian 
Association, which afford means for rational 
pleasures and keep boys and men away from 
bad influences.“ 

Pastor Kittredge Wheelers Opinion. 


The Rev. J. Kittredge Wheeler, pastor of 
the Fourth Baptist Church, bas been giving 
considerable attention to social conditions in 
Chicago. He says: Chicago andthe world 
at large are constantly growing better. We 
can see the improvement in many ways. 
It is not the custom to make much fuss in 
print or otherwise over the good side of life; 
it is the unexpected and unusual that makes 
news. If the temperature falls to 20° below 
zero, as it did here a week ago, the fact is 
cabled around the world, because it is far 
Out of the ordinary. Noone, however, would 
think of wiring abroad the fact that we are 
having fine weather. So it is with our moral 
and social affairs. Crime is an unnatural 
condition, and when it occurs it commands 
attention. One murder or robbery will fur- 
nish material for columns of news, but no- 
body would see any news in the fact that 20,- 
000 families are living in an orderly and 
Christian manner, because this is what is 
expected of them. Consequently we hear 
more and more of vice, while it is actually 
decreasing im proportion with the increase 
in population. Agencies for good are grow- 
ing fast, and there is a marked improvement 
in all walks of life. Men and women, asa 
rule, are honest and virtuous—vice is the ex- 
ception.’”’ 


Secretary Easley Sees Much Evil. 


Secretary Easley of the Civic Federation 
says: The question is too large a one to 
answer in bulk. In many respects there isa 
visible improvement—such, for instance, as 
the suppression of the open gambling feat- 
ure. In others, such as the lowest forms of 
bestiality, we have an ugly problem to grap- 
ple with and have not made much headway 


in solving it. Babylon was not worse than 


some sections of Chicago aretoday. What 
has been done in regulating the milder forms 
of the social evil, however, leads to the hope 
that something may be accomplished in the 
way of getting rid of this moral affliction.” 


Saloon Man Compares Conditions. 


Frank E. Kennedy said: “As a saloon 
man I have been conversant with the tough 
side of life in Chicago for years. By this I 
mean it has been constantly before me in 
various forms, It is my honest opinion that 
the city has never been in such good moral 
condition as it is now. I am one of those 
who don't think it is expedient or even pos- 
sible to entirely drive vice out of a big city, 
as better results can be secured by intelli- 
gent regulation, but I must admit that some 
astonishing agency has been at work. 
Whether it is the Civic Federation or the 

lice force, or mere public opinion I don’t 

now, but the change is a surprising one, 
In the old days I never thought of going 
home late at night without a gun in my 
pocket; murders and every conceivable form 
of vice were of daily occurrence. Now the 
town is as quiet and orderly as it is possible 
for any large place to be. Tough dives and 
gambling-houses have been cleared out and 
the whole atmosphere is befter. The worst 
thing in the city. now that I know of is the 
saloons that cater to the trade of women 
and it looks as if they would get after them 
pretty soon.”

of the musical possibilities in a flat bottle 
this student of sound waves and vibrations 
referred with considerable pride. 


Rhapsodies from a Saw. 


There are rhapsodies in an old rusty saw. 
Young Hopkius has found them and has 
drawn them out. A saw that has seen serv- 
ice and long service, too, at the woodpile, 
may not look like a promising instrument 
from which to draw a “ concord of sweet 
sounds,“ but a saw vibrates, and therein lies 
the secret of the fact that from it this Ken- 
wood boy succeeds in drawing the soft and 
soothing strains of the guitar, the loud, shrill 
and whistling: accents of the calliope, or 
even the suggestion of the thunderous tones 
of the rdgings of a storm. That this humble 
carpenter’s tool had in it such musical possi- 
bilities was discovered by the musician last 
summer. He was using the saw, and finally 
noticing the vibrations of the blade, he 
struck it with the knuckles of his hand, and 
succeeded in obtaining from it à pleasing 
sound. He soon discovered the different po- 
sitions in which the saw should be held in 
order run through the chromatic scale. 
Today he not only can play any alr which 
he knows, but can imitate upon the saw Re 
whistling of a steamboat, the blowing ot a 
fogborn, or the mounfully sweet sounds 
of an aeolian barp,: . 
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means of shipping goods, and many mer- 
chants who were formerly in the custom of

t would not pay thieves to make a raid on 
ordinary freight trains, but the cars of the 
Red Line, the Keystone, and similar con- 
cerng afford them opportunities for rich 
plunder, and open a field of operations it is 
difficult to guard against. One of the special 
agents who were active in running down this 
gang outlines the conditions thus: 

Men who take chances of being killed or 
arrested for stickups or bank robberies are 
chumps. There is more money in raiding a 
fast freight train, and the chances of arrest 
are small unless they keep at work too long 
on one road. In fact, it is almost impossible 
to catch them if they don’t repeat their ralds 
on the same le. With long trains running 
at high speed and making short stops only 
at stations far apart brakemen are not able 
to minutely examine every bumper for stow- 
aways, and it is difficult to tell whether a 
train has been robbed or not until it reaches 
its journey’s end, unless some careléss thief 
leaves a car door open to attract attention, 
or, as in the instance cited, forgets to take up 
his rope ladder when he gets through throw- 
ing out the goods.“ 

In running down the clews on the Lake 
Shore robberies a man namer Barchard was 
picked up in Chicago on suspicion. He 
turned State’s evidence, and on tips given by 
him one Griffith was found at Valparaiso 
and sent to prison for five years. Another 
man named O’Brien, who lived in South 
Bend, was sent up for three years, and a 
gang of five thieves who had been assisting 
them were picked up along the line of the 
Pennsylvania road. Since the discovery of 
the rope ladder act train crews keep a closer 
watch on the tops of their cars and robberies 
are not so frequent.

Ready for the Committee. 


He will be there, therefore, with his family 
at about 11 o*clock on the Thursday morning 
which is to see him made President of the 
United States. It is fair to presume, of 
course, that he will be ready for callers and 
will be duly shaven and dressed in the dark 
clothes and shining silk hat which custom 
has prescribed for the occasion. The Presi- 
dent-elect will not be surprised when a 
couple of Senators arrive at the hotel in an 
open barouche, pulled by four white horses. 
At the same time, another section of the 
Senate will be calling for Mr. Hobart over 
at the Arlington, the larger and sweller hotel, 
Which the President-elect has declined to 
use. After some trouble making his way 
through the crowd, Maj. McKinley and his 
Senatorial escort will push their way to-the 
door of the hotel in F street, near Four- 
teenth, and then will be driven up by the 
Treasury Department and into the grounds 
of the White House. After passing through 
the porch, the doors will be swung open and 
just inside, if all goes well, Mr. McKinley 
will be received and warmly greeted by 
President Cleveland. The President will be 
surrounded and backed up by most of his 
Cabinet, and, after the introductions are 
over, the only words of general conversa- 
tion will be some spirited comments on the 
disagreeable weather, for it always rains or 
snows on the 4th of March. Meanwhile, the 
Vice-President-elect has arrived at the 
White House also with a Senatorial body- 
guard, and as the hour of high noon is ap- 
proaching, an immediate start for the Cap- 
itol is necessitated. 

A signal is given at the door, the Marine

Largé.crowds have gathered along the mile 
stretch of the avenue east from the White 
House to the Capitol.

The 
procession of carriages, followed by the sol- 
diers, therefore, usually, arouses little ex- 
citement until it nears the Capitol, where the 
great crush of people has gathered. It is 
approaching ‘the noon hour and the people 
gaze with interest on the two figures in the 
foremost carriage,. Grover Cleveland, still 
the greatest potentate on earth, and William 
McKinley, still only the Ohio Major, but 
rapidly nearing. the. turning, point in thelr 
career where’ their situations are to be re- 
versed. The carriages sweep around the 
north end of the Capitol, while the military 
escort takes its place ready for the parade. 
The President and the President-elect step 
out under the carriage porch at the basement 
OE the Senate wing. Then they proceed up- 
stafrs into the historic marble room at the 
rear of the Senate, a beautiful apartment 


in which che Senators receive their guests,

Choice Between Two Precedents. 


Just at this point in describing inaugura- 
tion ceremonies the rule of the precedents 
or the Presidents and by the Presidents is 
at fault. All of the Republican Presidents 
except Lincoln took the oath first and deliv- 
ered their inaugural address afterwards; but 
President: Cleveland, following the custom 
established by Lincoln and Buchanan, de- 
livered his inaugural address entire and then 
took the oath. Which course Maj. McKin- 
ley will prefer is not yet known, but he has 
to take an oath at sometime during the pro- 
ceedings, and it is invariably the constitu- 
tional formula which reads as follows: 

I do solemnly swear that I will faithfully 
execute the office of President of the United 
States, and will, to the best of my ability, 
preserve, protect, and defend the Constitu- 
tion of the United States.“ 

According to custom this will be sworn to 
on the Bible, and also, according to custen, 
a new copy of the Holy Book will be pur- 
chased for..presentation to the President- 
elect for this specific purpose. It is quite 
possible that he may decline to use it ahd 
prefer some famillar, well-thumbed book 
which has been in his family for a genera- 
tion or so. This was the case with President 


Cleveland, who insisted on using a small, 


gilt-edged, black leather covered volume, 
about 8x5 inches, with the name “S. G. 
Cleveland stamped in small gold letters on 
the front cover. The reason: for the use of 
this bock“ is found in the {nséription on the 
fiyleaf, in a large, iyregular, motherly hand, 
8. G. Cleveland, from his affectionate 
mother, February, 1882.“ On the next page 
was a written statement to the effect that 
upon this same Bible Grover Cleveland had 
been sworn in as President of the United 
States March 4, 1885. ' 


Start of the Gréat Procession. 


Immediately after the taking of the oath 
the party on the portico wil) break up and 
President McKinley and Mr. Grover Cleve- 
land will take their seats in the four-horsé 
carriage again on the return trip to the 
White House. Following them will come 
the gorgeous inauguration parade, led by 
Chief Marshal Horace Porter and his Chief 
of Staff, Col. H. C. Corbin, of the Adjutant- 
General’s office. This parade, sweeping up 
the broad expanse of Pennsylvania avenue, 
is the really spectacular feature of the in- 
auguration proceedings, and to see it pass 
people pay fabulous prices for windows 
along the avenue, and occupants of dingy 
little upper rooms often make enough in 
this one day to pay their rent for months to 
come. The Presidential party is sandwiched 
in between the Grand Marshal and his aids, 
of whom there are several hundred, and a 
number of political clubs. Then come the 
regular soldiers in 
forms, and folla@wing them the militia from 
the District of Columbia and the States of 
the Union. 

The second grand division of the parade 
is the civic procession, comprising all sorts 
of political and other associations from all 
over the country, the great majority being 
marching clubs which have done duty dur- 
ing the campaign, and some of whose mem- 
bers visit Washington with the expecta- 
tion of staying long enough to scrape down 
some of the plums with which the trees of 
the capital are laden. This year the polit- 
ical societies will be of course largely Re- 
publican, whereas last time they were Dem- 
ocratic, but the general effect will be the 
same. There will be fewer organizations 
from around about Quantico Creek and 
Tupelo, but there will be more from Akron 
and Boscobel. However that.may be, there 
will probably be upwards of 50,000 men in 
line, who will take the usual extraordinary 
time to pass the usual mysterious given 
point. 

Order of the Parade. 

The Civic committee has prepared a letter 
to be sent out to various organizations which 
have intimated their intention of participat- 
ing in the parade, but have not yet sent for- 
mal notification. Organizations which ex- 
pect to be assigned a place will be expected 
to fill out blanks provided for: the purpose. 
No organization numbering less than fifty 
men will be given a separate position in the 
line. The order of parade of the different 
States will be the same as in the last inaugu- 
ration, which is as follows: 

Delaware, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Georgia, Connecticut, Massachusetts, Mary- 
land, South Carolina, New Hampshire, Vir-

Brilliant Inauguration Ball. 


But the departure of the retiring President 
‘will have no effect’ on the inauguration 
ceremonies. While President McKinley is 
securing a little rest and a bite to eat his 
own apartments up-stairs, and whilé the 
new Cabinet officers and personal friends 
gather in the state apartments on the main 
floor, final preparations are being made for 
the great social filncfion of the day. This 
will take place in the Pension Butiding, 
‘which has been used regularly for the pur- 
pose since it was first erected, the spacious 
court in the center of the building sur- 
rounded by galleries and balconies having 
been proved to be an admirable scene for 
a great national reception and dance. 

Here late in the evening will be gathered 
upwards of 10,000 people, all of whom have 
paid heavily for the privilege of dancing on 
the opening night of the new administration. 
All the accessories and concomitants of a 
great ball will be found there, including music 
by hundreds of musicianS, a wealth of flags 
and flowers, an abundance of liquid refresh- 
ments, and more or less of a scafcityof those 
of a solid kind. The President dnd his wife 
will visit the scene and hold a reception, 
though the days have gone by when’ the 
Chief Magistrate and the first lady in the 
land were expected to lead the cotillon. 
Balls have been the regular thing ever since 
James Madison was inducted into office, 
except for the fact that Franklin Pierce 
was passed by because nobody cared to get 
up a ball for him, and Rutherford B. Hayes 
was similarly omitted from the list of Presi- 
‘dents danced, into office, because he did not 
establish his title until so short a time before 
that there was no opportunity to make the 
necessary preparations, and in fact\ no one 
knew for a while whether he could be in- 
augurated without the assistance of balls of 
a more solid character than those now held 
in the Pension Office. ’ 


Programs for the Ball. 

The dance programs for the inaugural ball 
were received in Washington last Friday. 
The design is unusually Attractive. The 
front contains an embossed likeness of Maj. 
McKinley in gold in the center of a wreath of 
laurel, at the bottom of which is an Ameri- 
can flag, while above is a poised eagle with 
outstretched wings, holdiag in his beak a 
streamer with the words ‘‘ McKinley and 
Hobart,“ beneath the wreath being the sim- 
ple title, *“‘ Inaugural ball.’’ On the back is 
a vignette of Vice-President Hobart, sur- 
rounded by a laurel wreath, beneath which 
are a shield and mace with the words 
March 4, 1897.“

Final Passage. 


Before the speech from the throne is read 
when the Houses are resumed in the after- 
noon by the Lord Chancellor in the House of 
Lords and the Speaker in the House of Com- 
mohs, it is the practice in both Houses to 
read one bill a first time pro forma in order 
to assert their right of deliberating without 
reference to the immediate cause of sum- 
mons. ’ 

This practice is enjoined in the House of 
Lords by a standing order. In the House of 
Commons the same form is observed pur- 
suant to ancient custom and of the following 
resolution, passed March 22, 1603: “ That 
the first day of every sitting in every Parlia- 
ment some one Dill, and no more, receiveth 
a first reading for form sake.”” Yesterday in 
the House of Commons Sir Reginald Pal- 
grave, the Clerk of Parliaments, produced 
an ancient document which has served this 
purpose for at least a century, entitled: “A 
bill for effectually preventing clandestine 
outlawries, which was duly read a first 
time and was ordered to be read a second 
time, and will never be heard of again till 
the opening of the next session.—-Ex. J

TENEMENT REFORM IN CHICAGO. 

“ Philanthropy and 5 per cent” is the 

fetching characteristic applied to the opera- 
tions of the mofel tenement-house reform 
a phifinthropy that pays: a form of business 
enterprise which, as business, loses nothing 
by being at the same timé a form of the 
| truest benevolence. 
In the movement for tenement-house re- 
tetm Chicago should lead, not lag behind, the 
other chief cities of the world. Chicago is 
out of place and does not look well at the tail 
end of a procession. While Chicago may 
not be worse thun some other cities in the 
unsanitary and otherwise disgraceful char- 
acter of a large class of tenem@nt-houses 
which are allowed to exist in various parts 
of the éity, it js certain that our city has 
nothing to boast of in this respect. 

There are in more than half a dozen wards 
of the city hundreds of tenements whose gen- 
eral badness would defy description—over- 
crowded, on back lots, below grade, of ram- 
shackle structure, reeking with all manner 
of putrescence, where proper lighting and 
ventilation are impossible; where the sun- 
light, if it ever did enter, would blush with 
shame; where the decencies of civilized 
home life are out of the question; and where 
the murderous death rate of children is 
klo wn to be fiye or six times greater than 
in other parts of the city. Even if these 
‘breeding centers of disease had nothing to 
do with the genera! health outside of their 
immediate precinctsa—which, of course, is 
never the case—to allow them to exist would 
be like the crime of murder. 

Fortunately, the entire practicability of 
tenement-house reform, even as a paying 
investment, has been tried and has been 
proved, over and over again, in so many of 
the more enlightened municipalities in the 
Old World and in the New that the real 
question now is whether there are here the 
individuals wise and courageous enough to 
lead off in the movement. 

A “spasm of sense,” as Gail Hamilton 
used to call it, is sometimes a good thing. 
If in the right direction and public attention 
gets called to it, the spasm may get to be 
common and acquire the characteristics of 
4 freshly awakened and enlightened com- 
mon sense popularizel common sense 
such as makes the most radical reforms in- 
evitable, Movenients started by Octavia 
Hill, Lord Shaftesbury, George Peabody, 
and others have not been in vain. The 
$60,000,000 invested remuneratively in 
Great Britain in sucli enterprises, and the 
various similar experimental enterprises in 
this country, are eloquent with persuasion. 

But considerations of the public safety 
also demand it. There is no social principle 
better established than the right of a city to 
abate a nufflance. It is a part of the su- 
preme law of self-protection. Should the 
City Council authorize the Board of Health 
to condemn any building deemed unsanitary 
and compel its removal, it would be clearly 

within its power to do so. And the duty to 
de so would be as clear as its right. The 
balance of power having passed from the 
country to the city, the problem of civiliza- 
tion is now the problem of the city; and the 
problem of the city is first of all what to do 
with the slims. And the only way to 
amend the slums is, in parliamentary phrase, 
to “ strike out the enacting clause.” 

The bubonic pldgue now spreading its 
havoc in Bombay and other cities of India 
had its origin in the neglected slums. The 
terrible devastation is the penalty paid for 
such neglect. But when the slum aggre- 
gations of people, so often mainly made 
such by the slum conditions of tenement 
life into which they seem to have been 
forced, breed their natural results, the 
poison in the blood, the plague in the air, 
can. never stay localized in any one spot.

whose appointment has been so certified. 

It is not claimed that the votes were not 
“regularly given,” but that the Electors 
were not lawfully chosen. If the first 
claim were made the two Houses would not 
concur in rejecting the votes, ‘The Senate 
certainly would insist on their being 
counted. 

But the next Congress should take up 
and pass on one phase of this South Caro- 
lina question, which applies to some other 
cotton States also. South Carolina has 
seven Congressmen atid nine. Electoral

The dispute between Ibsen and Bjirnson 
adds another chapter to the ively volume 
which shall contain a full account of the 
quarrels of authors. One Norwegian writer 
is accused by his kinsman and former friend 
of having made family secrets the theme of 
a drama which is now attracting particular 
attention.

When, however, the little children come 
down to the beaches hide away that which 
is uncomely: let down the gangplank with 
the railing on either hand, and spare nothing 
of the painted clay figures, the talking apes, 
the dancing’ bears, the colored lights, or the 
sweetmeats to give them pleasure.

“But the chief part of our business lies 
with man who are wearied at the end of the 
day.

Besides the regular subscription edition, 
which is handsome enough in all conscience 
for anybofly, is an edition limited to 200 sets, 
printed on Japan paper, with the aforemen- 
tioned ‘introduction in the author's auto- 
graph. This is a very expensive edition, but 
I believe that nearly every set was sub- 
ecribed for before a copy was printed, a 
Essay on Comedy by George Meredith. 

I wish that Mr. George Meredith were 
always as iucid as he is in his essay 
on Comedy and the Uses of the Comic 
Spirit,” which Messts. Scribner have 
about ready for publication. Not only do 
I wish that Mr. Meredith were always as 
easily read as he is in this essay, but that he 
would write more of the same kird. Mr. 
Meredith, ‘in the handling of his subject, 
shows rather a comic spirit himself. Good 
comedies, he says, are rare productions. It 
does not, however, depend always upon the 
writer: there is something in the audience 
and not every audience can appreciate the 
true comic spirit. To touch and kindle 
the mind through laughter,“ he says, de- 
mands more than sprightliness, a met 
subtle delicacy. That must be a natal gift 
in the comic poet. The substance he deals 
with will show him a startling exhibition of 
the dyer’s hand, if he is without it. People 
are ready to surrender themselves to witty 
thumps on the back, breast, and sides; all 
except the head: and it is there that he aims. 
He must be subtle to pénetrate A corre- 
sponding acuteness must exist to welcome 
him. The necessity for the two conditions 
wHl explain how it is that we count him 
during centuries in the singular number.“ 

There are men, women also I suppose, who 
are non-laughers,”’ men who are in that 
respect as dead bodies, which if you prick 
them do not bleed. The old gray bowlder- 
stone that has finished its peregrination from 
the rock to the walle is ag easily te be set 
rolling up again as these men laughing. No 
collision of circumstances in our mortal 
career strikes a light for them.” On the 
other hand, we have another class of men, 
who are pleased to consider themselves 
antagonists of the foregoing, and whom we 
may term hypergelasts: the excessive 
laughers, ever-laughing, who are as clap- 
pers of a bell, that may be rung by a breeze, 
a grimace; who are 80 loosely put together 
that a wink will shake them. 

“. . . C'est n'estimer rien qu’estimer 
tout le monde,’ and to laugh at everything is 
to have no appreciation of the comic of 
comedy.“ 


Comedy Allied to License. 


Comedy, we have to admit, was never one 
of the most honored of the muses. “ She 
Was,“ says Mr. Meredith, in her origin, 
short of slaughter, the loudest expression 
of the little civilization of men. The light 
of Athene over the head of Achilles illumi- 
nates the birth of Greek tragedy. But 
comedy rolled tn shouting under the divine 
protection of the Son of the Wine Jar, as 
Dionysius {s made to proclaim himself by 
Aristophanes. Our second Charles was the 
patron, of like benignity, of our comedy of 
manner, which began similarly as a com- 
bative performance under a license to de- 
ride and outrage the Puritan, and was here 
and there Bacchanalian beyond the Aristo- 
phanic example; worse, inasmuch as a 
cynical licentiousness is more abominable 
than frank filth.“ 

Molére is the poet of cultivated men and 
women, according to Mr. Meredith. They 
approve of satire because, like the beak 
of the vulture, it smells of carrion, which 
they are not. But of comedy they have a 
shivering dread, for comedy enfolds them 
with the wretched hoet of the world, huddles 
them with us all in an ignoble assimilation, 
and cannot b used by any exalted variety 
as a scourge and a broom.”’ 

We all know without Mr. Meredith’s tell- 
ing us that life is not a comedy. It is,” he 
says, ** something strangely mixed. 
Nor is a vile mask.“ His 
strictures on French comedy are 
severe. “A noble enjoyment, spoiled 
to suit the wretched taste of a villainous 
age, and the later imitations of it, partly 
drained of its poison and made decorous, be- 
came tiresome, notwithstanding their fun, in 
the perpetual recurring of the same situa- 
tion, owing to the absence of original study 
and vigor of conception.” 

Poor Opinion of German Comedy. 

German attempts at comedy remind Mr. 
Meredith vividly of Heine's image of his 
country in the dancing of Atta Troll. 
Lessing tried his hand at it, with a sobering 
effect upon readers. The intention to pro- 
duce the reverse effect is just visible, and 
therein, like the portly graces of the poor old 
Pyrenean bear poising and twirling on his 
right hind-leg and his left, consists the fun. 
Jean Paul Richter gives the best edition of 
the German comic in the contrast of 
Siebenkiis with his Lenette. A light of the 
comic is in Goethe: enough to complete the 
splendid figure of the man, but no more. 

Mr. Meredith is sarcastic at the expense 
of the German literary laugh,” which, as 
it is rather monstrous,“ fortunately is in- 
frequent; “‘ never,” he says, “a laugh of men 
and womeninconcert. It comes of unrefined 
abstract fancy, grotesque or grim or gross, 
like the peculiar humors of their little earth- 
men. Spiritual laughter they have not yet 
attained to: sentimentalism waylays them in 
the flight.“ 

In English literature Mr. Meredith pays his 
respects to a host of delightful comic writers; 
besides Fielding and Goldsmith, there 18 
Miss Austen, whose Emma and Mr. Elton 
might walk straight into a comedy were the 
plot arranged for them.” 

Altogether Mr. Meredith is most entertain- 
ing in this all too short essay. I am nota 
mad Meredithian, for I cannot pretend to 
understand what he is driving at in his 
novels, but his purpose is perfectly plain in 

this essay. and it requires no effort to under- 
stand or appreciate it.

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Drama and 


HE last week in the theater has done 
much to emphasize the fact that the 
qualifications of a good novelist are 
not hecessarily those of a dramatist. 
There are exceptions, of course, to every 
rule, and a few of the prominent French 
playwrights of the present day might be 
cited as cases in point; but the rank ana 
file ot the literary profession are not genf- 
uses. They have learnt their trade by hard 
work and long experience, which may win 
them success in one particular branch, but 
can give them no claim to the arciiitectonic 
talent requisite for the portrayal of human 
character in more than one sphere of art. 
Hall Caine was distinctly a great novelist, 
and when Mr. Wilson Barrett undertook to 
. dramatize The Manxman the author of 
the book imagined that he could teach the 
actor a lesson in stagecraft. The conse- 
quence was that the play, according to Hall 
Caine, was produced with disastrous effects. 
Mr. Wilson Barrett, however, previously had 
made an essay with his own version in Chi- 
cago a year or two back, and when he re- 
turned to his own dramatic conception of 
the book the result was a. pronounced 
success. 
Mr. Gilbert Parker was another writer of 
books who thought that adaptation for the 
stage was an easy matter; it seemed, indeed. 


mat it was only necessary to cut the story 


of The Sedts of the Mighty into five 
lengths to double his royalties. The honest 
endeavor to increase the revenue from a 
successful novel met with such a reception 
in New York that the aspiring novelist has 
learned a good lesson at the expense of Mr. 
Beerbohm Tree, whose career in America 
was sorely fipped in the bud. 

It is not surprising, under the circum- 
stances, to hear that Mr. Palmer and Min- 
nie Maddern Fiske gave decided to improve 
upon Thomas Hardy's stage version of his 
own popular novel, Tess of the D’Urbe- 
villes,“ for the wisdom of such a course has 
been proved only a day or two ago by the 
utter failure of Marion Crawford to make 
a presentable play of Dr. Claudius“ in 
Bpite of the collaboratiqn of Mr. St. Maur, 
who was presumed to know something of 
dramatic requirements. 

„Here in Chicago we have had an excellent 
example of the reverse side of the picture. 
It was practically certain that Mr. Wilson 
Barrett’s religious drama, The Sign of the 
Cross,“ must be a work of some merit on ac- 
count. ofits long run in London. Yet when, a 
week or two ago, his book came before our 
notice, which was nothing else than a novel- 
ized edition of the play, it seemed that the 
efforts of. Mr. Gladstone and hysterical 
young ocurates had been sufficient to fist 
an impossible melodrama upon a gullible 
section of the British public. It was fortu- 
nate, therefore, that we had an opportunity 
. 6f seeing the play last week at Hooley’s, for, 
in spite of all that may be urged against it, 

“The Sjgn of the Cross is a remarkably 
etree play of its kind, in which the much- 

spised melodramatic element is by no 
8 prominent. 

A flash of stage lightning and a few pain- 
ful screams have very little to do with the 
case. What we object to most in che typical 
Adelphi play is the easy method of appeal 

ing, to the gallery by the, enuncie tion of 

frandiloquent sentiments, which, in their 
very utterance, convey the atmosphere cf 
the midnight oil. Now the high sayings 
which attract the simple-mindcd in Mr. 

Willson Barrett’s play may be just as far 

gemoved from our everyday sphere of con- 
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nt, they not only bear the 

which finds an 

echo even in the heart of the agnostic, but 
‘are couched in the age of 
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rett’s play. The author has made no new 
departure in dramatic art of any conse- 
quence. The religfous element is merely an 
adjunct. If there is one thing more than 
another to be gathered from the perform- 
ance, it is that pagan vice is a-good deal 
more alluring than Christian virtue. But 
the peripatetic English curate finds spiritual 
aid and consolation in curious channels. 
When Marie Corelli propounded her re- 
markable theory ot Electric Christianity 
in ‘Ti Romance of Two Worlds,“ she was 
rewar by many effusive epistles from 
theological students and church dignitaries, 
who apparently were greatly pleased to learn 
that the providence which ruled the universe 
was nothing more than a gigantic dynamo. 
So, doubtless, there will be many, who will 
look upon the Sorrows of Satan in its 
dramatized form as a most cheering effort 
in theatrical theolégy. For it gtves us a 
prince of darkness who is not only a courtly 
‘gentleman, but a half-hearted sinner who 
only requires the fulfillment of a certain sac- 
rifice to be received once more into the ranks 
of the angelic host. Candidly the old-fash- 
joned Satan is a much more interesting per- 
son: for, if the devil is to turn a monk in 
very deed, the worldly will be sore put to it 
to account for the wickednesses in which 
they. indulge. 

With all due respect to Mr. Gladstone and 
the nonconformist conscience, it my fairly 
be pointed out that In spite of the final con- 
version and self-immolation of the. haughty 
Marcus Superbus, The Sign of the Cross 
does not seriously aid the advance of Chris- 
tianity, nor does it prove that the stage, so 
long held in abhorrence by the clergy, is

ing and purification. 
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The fact that Mr. Barrett's play is better 
than was to have been expected from his 
book poin:s to the fact, already dwelt upon, 
that novel-writing and play-writing are no: 
synenymous terms. More than that, the 
common habit of dramatizing popular novels 
is one whith is to be seriously deprecated by 
those who take an interest in the future of 
the drama. It is easy to select incidents 
from books which already have caught the 
public eye; no imagination is necessary and 
little creative power is calledinto play. The 
result is that the purveyors of dramatic 
sustenance are coming nowadays to be mere 
stage mechanics—men who know and care 
hardly anything about human life and char- 
acter, but who are able from long experience 
to arrange entrances and exits in such a 
manner as to produce a good effect. They 
call in the aid of a good scene-painter, and 
the result is a play Which consists of a good 
plot, borrowed from a clever writer, hopeless- 
ly vulgarized by a stage engineer with a fair 
knowledge of calcium lights. With the ap- 
plause which greeted ‘* Trilby ’’ and The 
Prisoner of Zenda,’’ and even more recently 
Under the Red Robe,“ still loud in our ears, 
it is impossible to deny the success of the 
dramatizer of novels: 

But it is tolerably certain that the much- 
deplored want of originality in the work of 
our modern playwrights is due to this ever- 
lasting tendency to adaptation, and it is 
to be hoped that the new copyright law in 
England, which is intended to put a stop to 
plagiarism, will not further incite novel- 
ists to the increasing of their revenues by 
seeking to win new royalties from the the- 
ater. .

When we were told a monthor two ago that 
Victorien Sardou had become a convert to 
spiritualism and was about to produce a play 
upon a epiritualistic theme, I ventured to 
suggest that the distinguished French 
playwright was simply follewing out his 
usual practice of writing to please his pub- 
lic. The only good reason for the extraor- 
dinary success of the Sardou drama seems 
to lle in the fact that in all his plays he has 
incorporated the ideas of the immediate past 
and not of the future. The stage always is 
a year or so behind the time. The clever 
playwright knows his public ought to look 
backward rather than forward, if,he wants 
to win more than an artistic 1 

It only requires a casual glanbe at the 

story of M. Sardou's new play te see that 
his conversion to Spiritualism has nothing 
whatever to do with the.case For the 
kind of Spiritualism which he introduces 
into his somewhat erotic, drama is nothing 
more nor less than the old science of table 
turning, with which we so long have been 
familiar. It is true the play opens with a 
long and learned discussion upon the psy- 
chological sciences, which smacks of the 
encyclopedia; but thfs is quite in keeping 
with the ordinary method of procedure in 
Sardou’s plays. It seems that the French 
playwright receives his royaities in propor- 
tion to the iength of the drama. If he writes 
a play long enough to fill the bill fore Whale 
evening, he gets 2 or 3 per cent more fn the 
way of revenue than if bis plece had to be 
preceded by a curtain raiser. 
Now in Paris as in London the more ex- 
pensive seats in the house are never occu- 
pied until nearly, 9 o’clock, so that it is 
necessary to postpone the action of the play 
presented until.that hour, Ihe easiest way 
out of the difficulty is to insert a curtam- 
raiser for the amusement of the gallery 
while the more fasbionable play-goers are 
finishing their dinner. But this means that 
the royalties for the performance are slight- 
ly dissipated. 

The astute Mr. Sardou instead of sub- 
mitting to this loss, adapts his dramas to 
the requirements of the age and, while the 
curtain rises upon the first act at 8 o'clock, 
the real action does not begin until an hour 
later. This seems to be a reasonable ex- 
planation of the fact that his plays, with 
hardly one exception, are so dull and prosy 
at the outset. In Spiritisme he is more or 
less bound to take a serious view of the 
subject which hé has introduced as a bait 
to the public; but he discreetly gets. over 
the didactic part of the treatise in the first 
half hour; after that the influence of de- 
parted spirits is simply used as an aid tothe 
unravelling of the plot and, as spirits are 
not tied down by the ordinary hard and 
fast rules of conduct, nobody can raise the 
objection that the story is impossible.

When “ The Sign of the Cross was pro- 
duéed at Hooley’s last Monday ft was ob- 
served that there were many men and wom- 
en in the theater who were not accustomed 
to patronizing the drama. If there was any 


doubt about this fact during the perform- 
ance it must have been removed When the 
curtain fell upon the last act; for, contrary 
to all rules of courtesy in Chicago theaters, 
the audience remained seated until the last 
word was spoken and the footlights were 
lowered. - 

If this was the effect of the religious 
drama Mr. Wilson Barrett is devoutly to be 
congratulated, and the more religious 
dramas we have in our theaters the more 
shall we come to be regarded as civilized 
beings. There is no other city in the world, 
as far as I know, in which actors have to 
submit to the affront of being forced to utter 
their closing lines during a general stam- 
pede on the part of an audience that is ap- 
parently intent only upon getting out of an 
uncomfortable position as soon as possible. 

Ten days ago, when Mr. Goodwin was play- 
ing Garrick this pleasing habit of ours was 
more noticeable than usual, for the end of 
the play is postponed for a minute or two 
after the real conclusion is reached, until 
Garrick fulfills his intention of accepting 
his bride only when her father comes to him 
hat in hand to beg the alliance. It was, of 
course, a nasty trick upon the part of the 
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playwright to deceive his audience by s0 
poor a device, but Robertson wrote his plays 
before the rush for the suburban train began 
and when good manners were part of a lib- 
eral education. .

If honest plagiarism is a playwright’s 
best recommendation, there is no one more 
deserving of success than Mr. Lelasco. 
The author of The Heart of Maryland“ 
has many of the qualifications which go to 
make the greatness of M. Victorien Sar- 
dou, chief among these being the unlimited 
ability to incorporate any ideg which may 
be gleaned from any source. Theré is noth- 
ing underhand in the transaction. Mr. Be- 
lasco boldly asserts that, if he could find any 
workable idea in the writings of Ibsen, he 
would not be averse to turning it to his own 
uses. The only drawback is that he cannot 
find the idea. 

Equally when he is at a loss for a poetical 
turn or phrase, he goes at once to his book- 
shelf and seeks inspiration in some well 
known author. There is something de- 
lightfully ingenuous in the open avowal of 
such methods, which might be recommended 
to the notice of many writers who add an os- 
tentatious claim of newnéss and originality 
to all that they offer to the public.

MANY UNIQUE DESIGNS. *.

Mortals Who Assist the God of Lave 
by Fashjoning His Messages Have 
Brought Many New Ideas to Their 
Aid—Verses and Sentiments Told by 
Symbols—Cheapness Is a Charac- 
teristic of the Missives This Year— 
Demand Will Be Slight. 


HE young man sentimentally inclined 
who will want to remember his sweet- 
heart on St. Valentine's day this year 
can do so in a satisfactory way and 

at a much smaller outlay than ever be- 
fore. Hard timcs have had their effect on 
valentines just as they have on everything 
else. From one end of State street to the 
other, whether one visits the department 
store or the stationer, the remark is the 
same: Valentines are cheap and the high- 
priced varieties of former seasons have been 
ta boocd.“ 

One must not infer, however, that either 
in originality of design or in quality these 
little tokens of sentimental affection have 
deteriorated. Indeed, as a matter of fact, 
by far prettier designe are shown this year 
than ever before. But the prices have been 
cut, and thus what may be the manufactur- 
ers loss, as compared with former profits, 
will be the young man’s gain and indirectly 
that of his sweetheart. 

The display of valentines began during the 
week, By Wednesday one-half the depart- 
ment stores had their consignments in dis- 
play and before tomorrow night there will 
be few news and periodical stores that have 
not the sentimental mementos on sale. 

Symbols Used for Words. 

By far the most original departure made 
‘in thie line this year is in the substitution of 
material objects for the words in the senti- 
ments expressed. In this way any number 
ot. objects have been glued to the cards. 
‘Thus a hairpin, a tack, a crumb of bread, a 
feather, and numerous other objects have 
been used. In a Wabash avenue stationer’s 
‘window ea valentine contains a lump of sugar, 
@ candy heart, and a date. The sentiment 
reads as follows, the objects mentioned tak- 
ing the place of the words: 


You. are my [sugar lump], 
fo. my (sug p. 


Tu be your {sweetheart] 
If you'll fix the idate}. 

The grammar may be wretched, but what 
does Cupid care for grammar? Another val- 
entine thus reads: 

You are the [flower] — — 2 heart— 
The (pink) of perfecti * 

The bracketed words an represented by 
a pinch of flour and a carnation. Another 
sentimental trifle reads: Your matchless 
beauty will bring you many a beau.“ In 
this instance a. match and a ribbon. bow are 
supposed to convey the meaning of the two 
words. 

One will naturally wonder how such small 
objects as a hook and eve, a thread, a crumb, 
etc., have been utilized in the valentine sen- 
timents. The first comes in this Way?’ 

Say the word and hang me od the mar- 
riage (hook and eyel will love you truly. * 

Or this: 

My [heart] is as light asa [feather] when 
I think of you.’ 

A needle does duty for the word in the fol- 
lowing: It is [needle}ss to say I love you,” 
and a hairpin in this one: Will you be 
mine and secure my happiness? 

Water colors have in some instances been 
used instead of the object itself. For in- 
stance, a painted knife does duty in the old- 
time ditty: 

If you love me as I love you 
No knife can cut our love in two. 
Bicycles Used in Illustrations. 


The bicycle cuts no little figure in the up- 
to-date valentines—that and the new woman 
idea. And it is worthy of mention that both 
the artistic and the comic valentines have 
appropriated this thought in numerous in- 
stances. Doubtless one of the best of these 
bicycle valentines is that of a pretty girl 
mounted oh a tandem. The rear seat of the

The illustration is a water calor of much 
artistic taste. Many of these water color 
valentines show good composition, and the 
true art instinct. At a wholesale silver- 
smith’s place on State street may be seen a 
great variety of these dainty titbits repre- 
senting Cupid tugging with all his might at 
a tiny heart fastened to a gilded chain. The 
little god of love is represented also as an 
archer, as.a little blacksmith forging the 
links of the matrimonial chain, as a hunter, 
and as a winged messenger. Some of these 
water colors are of a comic character. One 
of them represents a brawny son of the Em- 
erald Isle seated on a stump. His broad 
smile would be all sufficient to show beyond 
a doubt that he is a happy boy without the

Card Valentines Will Be Popular. 


The card valentine will be all the go this 
season, not only because it is neat and at- 
tractive, but because itischeap. These val- 
entines can be had at prices ranging be- 
tween five cents and 60 cents. Water color 
valentines average about 40 to cents. 
The celluloid valentines show little prog- 
gress. They appear to be elaborately gotten 
up, but there is little or no originality about 
them. A few bows of colored ribbons or 
satins and curled-up corners is about the 
only novelty that one can see in this par- 
ticular line of valentines. The old-time 
banjo is still on exhibition, as well as the 
paper perforated, so-called lace valentine. 

-Calendar valentines are numerous, but 
they will hardly be as popular as the cards 
described above. The satin oil-painted val- 
entines are rarer this year than ever before 
and the comic nny valentine is hardly 
worth talking about. These latter are as 
great an abomination as ever and the dog- 
gerel verses that accompany them outrage- 
ous. 

Trade Will Be Light.

The transfer of thie property by J.. W. 
Doane to Mr. McCormick, through the 
agencies of Edger M. Snow & Co. and 
J. A. Dougherty, is undoubtedly. the 
most important deal in Chicago realty ac- 
complished since Cyrus H. McCormick 
bought the Pardridge property in State 
street. Only two sales of business property 
were made last year in which the con- 
sideration was in excese of $500,000. The 
purchase of the State street property, al- 
ready mentioned was for $775,000, while the 
other large transfer was of the ground at 
the southeast corner of Adams street and 
Fifth avenue. In this instance Cyrus H. 
McCormick was also the purchaser, the 
McConnelis being the sellers at a consid- 
eration of $555,000. With the exception of 
these two sales the one consummated last 
week excels in the monetary consideration 
any accomplished last year. 

The investment is regarded as a particu- 
larly good one by real estate men. This be- 
lief is enhanced by the special conditions 
which make’ the ‘gross rentals for thirty 
years at $44,000, guaranteed by the Union 
Elevated railroad company in consideration 
of the right of way in front of the property. 
The contract was entered into between the 
railroad company and Mr. Doane on Oct. 7, 
1895, and the guarantee of rentals runs for 
thirty years from that date. 


Extent of the Property. 


The building is not well filled with tenants 
at present, but enough improvements will be 
made so that it will be more desirable for 
store and office purposes. The structure 
practically covers the entire lot fronting 
pouth—138 feet on Randolph street and 160 
feet on,Wabash avenue. Deducting $91,865 
as the value of the improvement from the

FIRST NATIONAL BANK MAY MOVE. 


Change of Location Under Considera- 
tion by the Directors. 

It is reported that the First National Bank 
is looking for a new location. 

The lease of the present qué#ters, at the 
northwest corner of Dearborn and Monroe 
streets, for $28,800 a year, expires in 1898, 
and the officers of the bank are considering 
the advisability of moving at that time.

ENGLISH YIEW OF NEW YORK POLICE. 


They Fail to Keep the Streets Open 
aud in Attempts to Regulate Trafiic 
Add to the Confusion. 


A correspondent in America writes: I was 
never so profoundly impressed with the 
matchless ability of the London police in 
regulating the street traffic as I was while 
in Broadway, New York, on a recent Satur- 
day evening. Thé rain was coming down in 
torrents, and as theater time approached 
the whole of Broadway from Twenty-eighth 
to Thirty-fourth street became an inextric- 
able tangle of cabs, carriages, and vehicles 
of every description. A London policeman 
would have discerned the approaching diffi- 
culty at an early stage and quietly ma- 
neuvered the mass of vehicles into regular 
lines; but the New York guardians of public 
order took no action in that direction until 
the mischief was done*and the jumble con- 
summated. Then they set to work with 
great energy, frantically directing and vol- 
ubly swearing at the drivers, who yelled re- 
monstrances and returned the swearing with 
interest, secure in the knowledge that it 
would be impossible to bring them to book 
in the midst of such a babel of confusion. 
This exciting scene lasted for nearly half 
an hour, d@ring which the cable tramcars 
were unabléto move an inch either way, al- 
though the conductors added to the uproar 
by vigorously sounding their gongs as a 
warning to get off the track. Then an In- 
spector and a large reinforcement of police 
arrived on the scene; but the only immediate 
effect of their presence was a perceptible in- 
crease in the volume and intensity of the 
swearing. Many of the occupants of the 
cabs and carriages, ladies and gentlemen in 
evening dress, managed to get out and strug- 
gle to the sidewalks, from which they made 
their way on foot to the theaters. It was 
upwards of an hour before order was re- 
stored and the vehicles got into line. What 
with the collisions and crashes, the plunging 
and bolting of horses, thé shouting, the all- 
pervading pandemonium, and, worst of all, 
the horrible blasphemy with which the air 
was filled, the scene was one that reflected 
little credit on the New York police.—St. 
James’ Budget.

Last Lear Large Exports of Corn 
for the Week—Cash Trade in Pro- 
AMisions Fair. 


The congested condition of the speculative 
Wheat market, particularly in the May de- 
livery, was apparent yesterday morning. 
There were practically no offerings and the 
price of May steadily advanced. First 
prices were the lowest of the day, with a 
fractional concession from the previous close. 
Even as prices scaled up rapidly offerings 
were limited and shorts were forced to cover. 
The crowd of local and St. Louis specula- 
tors which has been operating so heavily 
for weeks has been getting the worst of it 
for several days and did some liberal buying 
on an advancing market yesterday. Bar- 
rett was credited with heavy buying through 


Inis own house, through Harlow, through 


Mitchell, and through a number of other 
brokers. His heaviest buying was between 
76c and 76%c. May wheat sold up to he 
and closed with most of the advance main- 
tained. The action was chiefly during the 
early part of the day, with the market hold- 
ing firm during the last hour. A number of 
the St. Louis houses were liberal buyers. 
In face of the fact that cables were not 
particularly favorable and that the local 
cash business was small the course of prices 
indicates that pit sentiment has matertally 
changed. Predictions are freely made that 
some of the people who have been most 
enthusiastic bears will be found on the 
other side of the market in a few days. The 
statistics are more of a consideration than 
they have been for some time back. The 
best evidence of shortage in the Argentine 
crop is in the shipments. 

Argentine Shipments Are Light. 

Shipments last week were only 16,000 bu, 
against 664,000 bu the same week 4 year ago. 
For two weeks Argentine shipments have 
been 56,000 bu, against 012,000 bu a year ago. 
All of the generalizations on the distfibution 
by experts of the wheat crops of the world 
and on prospective demand and supply are 
bullish, and’ promise. to attract attention 
now that short selling has become somewhat 
less popular. Cash wheat in Balti re at 
one time yesterday was quoted 4%c over 
May. Last week’s receipts at Minneapolis 
and Duluth were 1,712 cars, against 1.000 the 
previous week and 3,203 cats the samé week 
of last year. Notwithstanding the disparity 
between the movement of this season and 
last the greater part of the wheat moving to 
market is grain from the Northwest. North- 
western receipts yesterday were 207 cars, 
against 230 a week ago and 667 a year ago. 
Cash wheat in Minneapolis is still in good 
demand at a premium over futures. Local 
receipts were 18 cars, against 79,000 bu in- 
spected out of store. Weare sold 10,000 bu 
of No. 2 spring at le under May price in 
store. The grain goes to millers over five 
different lines of road. The movement of 
these small milling lots and inquiries re- 
ceived by cash dealers indicate small sup- 
plies of wheat throughout the territory trib- 
utary to Chicago. By sample No. 3 red 
sold at 80@S84c, No. 2 red at 86%c, No. 4 
spring at 68e, and No. 3 at 71@74c for fair to 
good and 75@76c for choice hard. 

One private cable which was the occasion 
of some selling reported an important fail- 
ure in the grain trade at Bristol, England. 
The name of the concern in trouble was not 
given, but it was intimated that its diffl- 
culties had developed out of being long Cal- 
ifornia cargoes to arrive. Closing cables 
quoted Liverpool off d to d on futures, 
with spot wheat unchanged. Paris and 
Berlin were lower, while Antwerp showed 
no change. There was a decline for week 
of 8d per quarter cn English farmers’ deliv- 
eries, with deliveries for the week 7,600 quar- 
ters more than for the previous week. Clear- 
ances were equivalent to 358,000 bu, against 
212,000 bu received at primary points. 


Large Week's Corn Exports. 


Coarse grain markets were dull and al- 
most featureless. Corn prices covered a 
range of only e. The feeling was steady 
to firm. in sympathy with wheat. May sold 
between 244@24%c and 24%c, closing at 
24½% % 24e, @ net gain of ke. Most of the 
business was in the way of changing con- 
tracts, buying May and selling July being 
the popular move.. Trade. was almost en- 
tirely local. Brosseau covered a fair-sized 
short line. Receipts, at 562.cars, were 140 
cars less than expected, and 500 cars are 
estimated for Monday. There were no with- 
drawals from store. Argentine shipments 
were light, at-only 192,000 bu, compared with 

464,000 bu last week and 1,152,000 bu a year

NEW YORK BISCUIT is AGAIN WEAK. 


Sells Down to 45, with a Recovery to 46, 
on Rumors of Competition. 

New York Biscuit suffered again yesterday. On 
heavy offerings quotations went off from an open- 
ing at 46 to 45 and closed at 46, This shows a de- 
celine in two days of 5 points. It was announced 
yesterday there had been a cut in the price of 
some of the goods manufactured by the American 
Biscuit company and this was looked upon as 
being in direct Iime with the reported intention of 
the American Bistuit company to fight the New 
York Piscuit company. The Secretary of the 
American Biscuit company in an interview yes- 
terday said cuts had been made of from ‘4c to lca 
pound in tne cheaper grades of goods, but that 
this cut Was not made because ot any disagree- 
ment with the New York Biscuit company. ‘The 
cut was due to a decrease in the price of raw 
material and to the competition of some of the 
smal) outside concerns which had cut seriously into 
the trade of the American Bistult company with 
the department stores. So far as the relations of 
the American and New York companies were 
concerned he said there had been no change and ‘t 
was not expected there would de any. 

The annual meeting of the New York Biscuit 
company: will be held Wednesday and it will show 
no change in the reports of operations. from the 
unofliciat statement made last week. 

The Yerkes securities were again strong yester- 
dav, though not up to the record of the day be- 
fore. West Chicago opened at 941, and advanced 
% point, going off on the close to 93. There was 
only one. sale of North Chicago, that being 27 
shares at 46%. Chicago City railway opened at 
205, North Chicago being 1½ points ahead of it. 
At the close, however, City railway sold at 208, 
which was ahead of the closing quotation of North 
Chicago.

Reports regarding the traffic of the West Chi- 
cago Street railroad show a falling off even from 
the records of lest year. There has been a de- 
crease in operating expenses, however, which 
more than made up tor the 1086 in trad. and net 
earnings are said to be in excess of those for the 
corresponding time in 1895. John M. Roche, who 
has been made General Manager of the West 
Chicago Street raitroed in addition to being Man- 
ager of the North. Chicago Street railroad, has 
one tu-that company with che intention of Making 
a sharp reduction in expenses. He is reported to 
have said to Mr. Yerkes on going over to the West 
Chicago Street railroad that unless he could show 
a saving of $80,000 a month, or $360,000 a year, in 
the operating expenses he would not ask for any 
salary from the West Side company. In carrying 
out the plan of saving mised Mr. Roche has 
cut down the number of trains so now trains are 
run two minutes instead of being run évery. min- 
ute and a half. as was the case before. The large 
grip cars are being replaced by dummy grips, and 
the conductor on the first closed car collects fares 
from passengers on the grip.

“WONK” DOG 10 VISIT CHICAGO. 


It Is of the Species Raised in China 
for Food and Will Take Part 
in the Annual Show. 


There has always been a certain amount 
of doubt in exclusive circles of society con- 
cerning the desirability of introducing choice 
bits of dog in the menus of great banquets, 
and the same kind of meat has been gener- 
ally tabooed at afternoon teas and omitted 
from the bills of fare at swell restaurants. 
But thet does not necessarily mean that the 
meat of the noble companion does not offer 
attractions as an edible for many pevple. 
Hundreds and even thousands of people raise 
as large families of dogs as can be found in 
the near vicinity of a poverty-stricken 
darky’s home for the sole purpose of eating 
the same when the proper times arrives. 
True, these people do not compose the repre- 
sentative elements of society, but such a de- 
lightful eccupation’ commands a certain 
amount ot respect. 

It is in the northern part of China that the 
populace vies with one another in preparing 
the choice cutlets of dog, and for generations 
they have been raising dogs there with the 
same purpose in view as the sheep-raiser of 
this country. The edible dog of that country 
has a distinctive name, being known as the 
‘‘wunk” dog, and when ready for the 
slaughter resemblesia young bear more than 
a dog. Hundreds upon hundreds of these 
dogs are raised, and many times have they 
materially aided in warding off hunger and 
famine. They attain a weight of thirty or 
forty pounds, and the meat is said to be 
sweet and nourishing. 

The wunk dog can never become a pop- 
ular article of food in this country, and one 
great reason would be the expense of bring- 
ing it from far-off China. One was imported 
last spring by Colin C. MacLean of Janes- 
ville, Wis., and will be one of the special 
features among the exhibits at the coming 
annual dog show, but Mr. MacLean is au- 
thority for the statement that the wunk ” 
cannot raised in this country, mat be-

Pokagon is the son of the chief of the 
game name who, with Chief Poteneebee, led 
a party of Pottawatomies at the Chicago 
massacre. The living Pokagon is an old

I gm writing a book which will tell of tne 
treachery of the white man. I will tell tne 
truth as my father told it to me when hs 
was middie-aged and when he was old and 
dying, and all the time the tale was un- 
changed in the telling. He saw the things 
which the white men had done to us in the 
early days. He knew how they said one 
thing and meant another. He knew how 
they stole from us and gave us no return 
excepting liquor and disease, which sapped 
our lives, made us lose our minds, and made 
us do in all things as the white men wished.

While old Pokagon talked of his fortheom- 
ing book he labored under excitement. He 
seems to feel in his decliniag days more 
Strongly than ever what he considers the 
great wrongs to his people. He lives with 
his wife about four miles from a little place 
called Lee, in Michigan. He has about a 
hundred-acres of poor land round and about 
his place. There are left of the band of 
which he is hereditary-chief less than 400 
le, braves, squaws, and papooses. 
n they are together the Indians speak 
no language but the Pottawatomie. The old 
chief speaks English in a way that halts a 
trifle, but is frequently picturesque in the 
extreme. He writes much more readily than 
de speaks and conveys a good deal of his 
imagery of expression to the paper. 


Indian Version of the Massacre. 
„Some men and a woman,” he said, 

whites, all of them, have written stories 
of the fight between the soldiers and the 
Pottawatomies. Now let an Indian tell it. 
Do you know that they say—all of them 
that the Indians killed the whiteg for noth- 


thicker and thicker and moré and more. 
If a man steal your land and cheat you and 
lie to you at the same time will you not get 
angry enough to strike? 

The head soldier in the fort agreed only 

the day before he marched out that some of 
the things which he must leave behind were 
to be given to the braves This was not done. 
They did get Mquor, though, not ail of it, but 
too much.. Was it the Indian’s fault that 
liquor had been brought out from the Far 
Bast to his home in the wilderness? Was it 
the Indian's fault that the fire in the liquor 
made him mad? Does it not do the same 
for the white man? They had stolen lands 
and broken promises. Was there not cause 
enough for a fight? 
A massacre they say it was The In- 
dians were treacherous.’ The fight went on 
just as the white men fight with one anoth- 
er today when there is wartime. You would 
speak of the killing of the women and chil- 
dren. Po you know that one white man 
was shot that day as he was directing his 
horse to the place’ where the Indians’ chil- 
dren were that he might kill them? No one 
seems to know this, yet you will find in the 
book l“ Wau-Bun ]. where the story is told 
by the white woman who was there that day, 
that what Pokagon says is true. . 


Relates Capt. Wells’ Treachery. 


They have made of Capt. Wells a great 
hero and warrior. He was the great man 
on the side of the whites that day. When 
the white people are at war with other white 
people what do they call that man who 
fights one day with his friends and the next 
day makes his way through the woods jo 
the enemy and in their ranks the next day 
points his gun at his friends? They call 
him a traitor and they do not honor him. 
They say his heart is more than bad.. This 
hero of Chicago was fed and cared for by 
the Indians. He was adopted by a great 
chief, he fought side by side with the braves 
against the white men, and then he turned 
against them. If it was right for him to 
fight against the whites at one time it was 
right for him to fight against them at an- 
other time. He fought against the Potta- 
watomies that day and he was killed. Did 
he not deserve such a death? 0 

„When one white people are fighting 
against another white people do any of 
those on one side try to go out and save 
the enemy from destruction? Do they try 
to turn aside the weapons of their own 
friends that the enemy may not get hurt? 
You will find it in the stories of the Chicago 
fi that Black Partridge, one of our peo- 
pie, had his heart with us and yet remem- 
bered kindness which the enemies of his 
race had shown him. He saved some of 
the enemy from death that day. There were 
others of our race who did the same My 
father, Pokagon, carried a wounded officer 
to St. Joseph and nursed him and cared for 
him, and then, learning that Indians were. 
coming to take him away, sent him on his 
journey so that he might escape.“ 


Incident Known to History. 


This part of what Pokagon said touching 
the removal of the wounded officer by his 
father, the elder Pokagon, from the scent 
of the Chicago fight, relates probably to 
the: escape, under the care of friendly In- 
Gians, of Capt. Heald. Pokagon says dis- 
tinctly that his father removed the officer 
to St, Joseph. Capt. Heald was in the cus- 
tody of an Indian from-the Kankakee region. 
It Seems that Heald had shown this Indian 
brave some kindness in the past and that 
ne was willing to turn his captive over to 
some one who would remove him to a place 
ef safety. Capt. Heald was taken to St. 
Joseph, but by what Indian it was never 
positively known. Pokagon’s tale sheds 
light upon this subject for the first time. 

“ When my. father took,this officer to his 
twigwam and cared for him the sold'‘er said 
he had a good heart for all Indians. He 
told my father that the day was coming, and 
that the red men could not stop it, when the 
whites would be at Lake Michigan in such 
great numbers that the other people must 
give way. He said he would try, when he 
reached a place where men lived who had 
greater power than he, to secure for my 
tather and his band some lands which my 
father wished to dwell on. By and by it was 
heard that the Indian. who had given this 
officer to my father's care was coming back 
to make him prisoner once more. The sol. 
dier was told this and he was sent away ana 
thus he escaped’ a second time. Did he use 
ris influence to secure for my father the 
lends which were his by right and which he 
wished to keep? It was just the old story 
over again. ‘More white men’s promises 
made to be blown away like the clouds.“ 

Chief Pokagon, after he has outlined the 
story of the Chicago fight as his father told 
it, will devote a portion of his book to the 
wrongs of the Pottawatomies since the 
time they found it impossible longer to 
withsta successfully the encroachments 
of ‘the ites. He is a devout Catholic and 
as firm-a believer in the religion to which 
the Jesuits converted his father and mother 
as his ancestors ever were in the existence 
of the happy hunting ground. The old chief 
evidently has the hardest kind of a struggle 
between trying to do what the good fathers 
tell him he must do in the way of forgiving 
his enemies and his natural ‘inclination to 
hate those whom he believes have robbed, 
plundered, end abused his race from the be-

but I hate, yes, hate, those white men who, 
doglike, followed them into the wilderness, 
and while the good men preached heaven 
they dealt out hell to our young men.

Our braves and 
women and children were packed within that 
little church, and, while armed soldiers 


blood behind them. That was a long, weary 
march towards the setting sun. From fa- 
tigue and want of water old men, women, 
and children fell dead, and were left on the 
plains to be eaten by the vultures and the 
wolves. Behind there were left broken 
families, robbed of sons, husbands, and 
fathers. Two women and children so left 
alone fied. in fright like young partridges, 
and hid themselves in thickets and swamps 
until all seemed quiet. In the nighttime they 
fied from their homes into the land beyond 
the great lakes.”’

The band of which the elder Pokagon was 
chief, having all been converted to Chris- 
tianity and being of comparatively small 
numbers, a successful plea w@s made to Con- 


_ gress that they might be allowed to remain 


in the vicinity of what is now Niles, Mich., 
a place where Pokagon’s village for years 
was situated. The old chief, in writing of 
the treaty between his father and the gov- 
ernment, will tell of the hard struggle that 
he himself has had in getting the United 
States to live up to its agreement with the 
elder chief. What is left of the Pottawato- 
mie Indians in Michigan and Northern In- 
diana have just received from the govern- 
ment a payment of something over $400 
each. This money was secured only after 
hard and persistent effort on the part of 
the old book-writing chief. He insisted that 
the treaty obugations had not deen lived 
up to, and he finally succeeded in getting 
the government to acknowledge the truth 
of his contention. Speaking of the matter 
and telling something of how it will be set 
forth in his book, Pokagon said? 

My father gave all the land from the 
Grand River te a point beyond the City of 
Chicago to thé government for threes cents 
an acre. It was much too little, as my 
father contended and the government knew, 
but he must needs be content. with it. He 
owned the land on which the City of Chicago 
stands. They tell me that vast sums are 
now paid for a few feet of what was then 
sold for only a trifle by the square mile. I 
inherited my father’s right as chief, and I 
inherited also the care of my people. They 
are scattered all through the country and 
are few in numbers. The tribal relation is 
broken by th&ir, becoming citizens of the 
United States. All this has weakenéd my 
efforts, but I am glad that in my old age 


I succeeded in getting something that was. 


due from this great country to theremnants 
of my race. I shall try to do more for them, 
for much more money.is due; then If I suc- 
ceed I shall pass on and let my eldest sen 
taka up what little there is left of my au- 
thority and the much that there is of my 
troubles.”’ 

“! Pokagon’s Early Life. 

Pokagon was born and brought up in a wig- 
wam. In his early days there were frequent 
fights between the white and red men in 
places not far removed from his father’s 
camp-fire. The wandering spirit that was 
in him as a youth remains with him in his 
old age. He is constantly leaving his house 
fh the woods, near Lee, and making journeys 
into Indiana and into Northern Michigan, 
and to other places where there atill reside 
men and women of his race, now the elders 
of the tribe, whom he knew in his youth, 
Not tong ago he paid a visit to the 
Pottawatomies, who were sent to the reser- 
vation in the West. There he found still 
living many with whom he hunted deer with 
the bow and arrow as a weapon in the 
forests and on the prafries of Michigan and 
Indiana. He says he will remain now at 
his own fireside until after the work of vin- 
dicating his race has been completed, and the 
true story of the Chicago massacre and the 
wrongs of the Indians has been given to the 
printing press and to the people. 

All through the week of the intense cold 


in Chicago it was snowing hard across the 


lake in Michigan. The snow for some miles 
around the Village of Hartford is nearly two 
feet deep on the level, and all the roads are 


covered with deep drifts. On the daf that’ 


a visit was. paid to Pokagon by a reporter 
for THE SUNDAY TRIBUNB the snow in the 
roads was unbroken to a large extent by 
sleighs. Exigencies of time made a drive of 
twenty-three miles across the country neces- 
sary to reach the home of the chief. Time 
after time the horses and the sleigh became 
fast in huge drifts of snow, and it became 
necessary for the passengers to get out.in 
banks shoulder high, and release the con- 
veyance by main force. The last place in 
which the horses and the sleigh became fast 
in the snow was in à little patch of woods 
within sight of Pokagon's house. It was 


big drift. The horses were in it up to the 


level of the tops. of their bac and for the 
first time all efforts to extricate the cutier 
were unavailing. Soon a form appeared in 
the doorway of the Indian’s abode. He 
looked over across the snew and saw the 
predicament of the travelers, and came 
through the big drifts to their rescue. He 


had just the trace of a smile on his face as 


he passed to the back ot the cutter, put his 
shoulder well under tlie box, gave a heave 
forward and upward, and with a great lurch 
the sleigh was free from the snow bank. 
With the pres®ure taken away from the 
front of the cutter the horses were able to 
draw their load to a point beyond the drift. 


Chief Is a Picturesque Figure. 

Pokagon is old, but he has a ceal -of 
strength left in His arms, legs; and body, and 
a somewhat extended conversation with him 
shows that no weaknéss has as yet entered 
into his brain. He is a full-blood; and but 
for his nose, which is not quite aqulline 
enough, he would pass readily fora Sioux. 
His son William, who lives in the Village of 
Hartford, tf he would but throw off his store 
clothes and put on a blanket and a bit of 
paint. would pass for a typical Brule or 
Ogallala buck. It is evident that the sculptor

Odd Mead Wmptoyea to Ripen the 


Banana Crop and Mature It for Mar- 
ket—Busy Thoroughfare Beneath 
the Pavements of Which Strange 
Sights May Be Seen—Methods of 
Dealers and Shippers—Chicageo the 
Greatest Distributing Center. 


IGHT in the very heart of bustling 
Chicago, where thousands of hurry- 
ing feet tramp daily in the mud and 
mire of one of its busiest thorough- 


‘ fares, a tropical fruit farm thrives and 
‘ waxes greater season by season. Few per- 


sons know of its existence, and fewer still 


do not enjoy and relish its products. Its ex- 


istence is not suspected for the simple reason 
that it is located underground. 

This underground farm takes in all the 
banana rooms of the South Water street 
Here millions of 
dozens of bananas are each year ripened 
artificially: here the sunlight never pene- 
trates, and but for occasional air holes, 


opened only when loads of the green fruits 


are transferred from drays to the ripening 
rooms, no light would ever penetrate from 
one year’s end to the other. 

Imagine an underground passage, about 


either retard or advance the ripening process 
at will For it frequently happens that the 
banana market is glutted. A twenty-four 
hours’ delay may mean a profit or loss to his 
employer of several hundred dollars. Con- 
trariwise, there may be a scarcity, in which 
case haste does not mean wasté but dollars. 
At that stage it is very hard to control the 
fruit, for nature is at work, and nature’s 
maturing process is hard to check. To sud- 
denly re@uce the te rature 15° or 20° 
might. chill the fruit and make @ bad mess of 
it all. But to lower the heat degree by de- 
keeps the maturing 


gree rocess going on 
and does not injure the fruit. Ahi r tem- 
perature than 75° would scorch the fruit. « 

At night the same heat is kept up-“ to 
70°. At the end of the second day in summer 
the fruit begins to turn and at the end of the 
third day it is ready for deljvery to the retail 
dealer. At the present season of the year 
five days are necessary to ripen bananas. 
A few houses on the street use stoves for 
ripening the fruit, but gas is considered far 
better, because with it phe temperature can 
better be regulated. 

About the only other tropical fruits that 
come green into this market are the pine- 
apples and persimmons. No special atten- 
tion ie given the ripening of pineapples, 
however, and as for persimmons they are 
simply stored for two or three weeks, where 
they mellow of their own accord. In reality 
the persimmons are plucked ripe from the 
treé and thus 05, gh to Chicago, but it is 
not palatabie until mellowed by remaining 
in the storeroom two or three weeks, when 
the puckery taste disappears. The pine- 
apples are stored similarly and ripen simply 
by standing.

Ingenious Dévicé Combining Opera 
Glasses and Ear Trumpets Which

Both Women Found Guilty of Caasing 
a Husband's Death by Arsenic Poli- 
soning and Each Now Under a Sen- 
tence of Imprisonment for Lite 
Points of Strange Similarity in the 
Evidence Which Resulted in thé 
Convictions.

APAN, as well as England, hes its May - 
brick case, the cause célé@bre in the 
former being the sensational poisoning 
case of Walter Raymond Haliowell 
Carew, Secretary and Manager of the Yoko- 
hama club, for which crime his wife, Edith 
Carew, has been tried, found guilty, and 


ever, has been contmuted by the British 
Minister, Sir E. M. Satow, to imprisonment 
tor life. This action places Mrs, Carew and 
Mrs. Maybrick on an exact equality so far 
as their legal status is concerned. 

Mrs. Carew’s plaee of.imprisonment has 
not yet been indicated. Mrs. Maybrick is 
serving a life sentence in Woking Prison, in 
England. 

But for the intervention of the British Min- 
ister at Yokohama, Mrs. Edith Carew would 
soon have suffered the death penalty on a 
charge of causing the death of her husband, 
„by administering arsenic to him, 

The Carew case is a cause eslebre through- 
out Japan and China, owing jointly to the 
prominence of the parties involved and its 
close resemblance to the celebrated May- 
brick case in England. Each woman had 
an admirer, quarreled with her husband, 
wrote damaging letters, and is believed to 
have adopted the same means in removing 
the husband in the case. Each woman made 
substantially the same attempt to throw 


of her own sex, who, in both instances, was 
exonerated after a full and thorough in- 
vestigation. 

Had Good Secial Position. 

If the Maybricks stood high in English so- 
clety, the Carews occupied a not less ex- 
alted position in the English colonies 
throughout Japan. In England the Carews 
were even more widely known than the 
Maybricks. Mrs. Carew, who is now only 
29 years of age, was, prior to her marriage, 
a Miss Edith Mary Porch. She was born 
in Cornwall, England, where her father is 
now Mayor of Glastonbury. Her marriage 
to Mr. Carew took place on May 2, 1880. She 
was a bright, good-tempered, and high-sp 
ited girl, a general favorite with all who 
knew her. Her husband was an athletic- 
looking Englishman, five feet eleven inches 
tall, and a son of Maj. Carew of Exmouth, 
Devon. He was about fifteen years older 
than his young bride, whom he married 
after a three months’ engagement. 

The marriage was celebrated in her hus- 
band’s native English town, where, for a 
few months, the coupleJived an apparently 
happy married life... They then went to Ja- 
pan—in 1890—Mr. Carew being engaged aa 
manager of the Yokohama club, an influen- 
tial and exclusive social and business organ- 
ization. This connection gave the young 
English couple the entrée . the best soci- 
ety, Mrs. Carew being e cially popular 
because of her beauty and abilities in the 
line of amateur theatricais. 

Everything appeared to go well with the 
young couple until about the middle of Oc- 
tober last, when Mr. Carew suddenly fell 
ill. The family physician prescribed what 
he considered the proper remedies, but, in 
spite of the best attention, Mr. Carew’s un. 
ness assumed such a serious phase he was 
removed to the Marine Hospital, in Yoko- 
hama, where a short time after his admis- 
sion he died in great agony. 

Notwithstanding the absence of any direct 
evidence that Mr. Carew's death was not 
due wholly to natural causes, the hospital 
authorities became suspicious and ordered 
a post mortem examination: before permit- 
ting an interment. The analysis of the vis- 
cera clearly revealed the presence of ar 
senic. 7 ge’ 
Nursery Maid’s Damaging Teatimony. 

The Carews had in their employ a nursery 
governess named Mary Jacobs, and it was 
her statement made before the Coroner's 
jury which first attracted attention to Mrs. 
Carew as a possible murderess. The maid 
testified to having been frequently sent by 
Mrs. Carew to a chemist’s for arsenic and 
sugar of lead. The sworn statement of the 
girl was as follows: 

The chemist did not ask me for a doctor’s 
certificate before giving the poisons to me. 
The order was written on a.piece of paper by 
Mrs. Carew. The Japanese, who sold the 
medicine, asked why we bought so plenty 
deadly poison.’ I replied that I did not 
know; 1 did not know that any had been 
bought before. He told me that some had 
been bought the day before, and the day be- 
fore that also, and would I inform my mis- 
tress to be careful how she used it. I did 
not report the conversation to Mrs. Carew, 
but I told Mr. Porch, her brother. I did not 
think he understood my drift at all. 
he only corisidered it as impertinence on the 
part of the man, and he remarked on the in- 
solence of the clerk in questioning me at all. 
Only the children were present at this con- 
versation in the dining-room. I did not men- 
tion anything to Mrs. Carew. My suspicions 
were -aroused by the conversation of thé 
chemist. I had been told that the deceased 
was sick and drowsy and in great pain, so 
when I was sent to buy arsenic I wondered 
a great deal all the way home. I do not 
think any one helped Mrs. Carew in nursing 
ber husband. Servants may have fetciied 
and carried for her, but 1 think she did all 
the nursing herself. I was out of the house 
so much with the children that I gnow very 
little about the matter. Mr. Porch was al- 
ways in and out when at home. He used to 
go into the room of the deceased to inquire 
how he was.“ ' 

Mrs. Carew’s brother testified he had often 
seen his sister giving medicine to her hus- 
band. Other testimony, as in the Maybrick 
case, was introduced to prove the dead man 
had been in the habit of taking large quanti- 
ties of arsenic to relieve pain resulting from 
a chronic complaint, as much as three 
ounces of Fowler’s solution of arsenic hav- 
ing been consumed in the Carew household 
in as many days. 

Threw Suspicion ou Another. 


At this stage Mrs. Carew threw an air of 
mystery aroung the case by suggesting that 
a “vellied woman might have had some- 
thing to do with the poisoning. Thts “‘ veiled 


Annie Luke, with whem Mr. Catew was said 
to have been well acquainted for a number 
of years, and who, on her part, enterta 

an affection for him which borde on 
adoration. This woman is said to have fol- 
lowed the Carews from England to Japan 
in order to be near the man she loved. Afi 
attempt was subsequently made to prove the 
Luke we man and the maid, Mary Jacobs {me 
and the same, but it failed of accompi ih- 
ment. Mary Jacobs, however, was arrested. 
but subrequently released. 

Mrs. Maybrick, it will be remembered, had 
an intimate in the person of a man named 
Brierly, a Liverpool merchant, and Mrs. 
Carew, unfortunately, was similarly situ- 
ated. In both cases these relations con- 
tributed largely to the women’s undoing. 
Mrs. Carew's attachment was for a man 
named Dickenson, a member of the Hong- 
kong Bank’s branch at Yokohama. Lett 
from him were d vered in Mrs. Carew’s 
apartments couched in the most endearing 
terms, advising the wife to secure a divorce 
from her husband in order that he (Dicken 
son) might marry her. Letters from her re 
ferred to frequent quarréls with Mr. Carew 
over money matters and e generally 
unhappy domestic relations.

But crowded together as are 
the shoes and the implements of his trade, 
nothing ever seems to get out of place, so 
systematically is everything carried on. 
The shoemaker says there is no man now 
plying his trade who would not gladly ex- 
change places with him, reckoning from a 
financial standpoint. 

Has a Dimiautive Book Shop. 

There is anether hall on Wells street which 
is A worthy model for any one contemplating 
starting in business on a small scale. It ig 
utilized as a book store. Both eidesare lined 
with narrow shelves extending to the ceiling, 
and between the two rows there is barely 
room for one to walk at Asse. Yet in spite 
of this circumscribed sphere it would be 
difficult to find more of the real cream of 
Mterature crowded into the same space in 
any bullding in Chicago. This hall is rented 
by a woman. When she first signed the lease 
giving her the privilege of using it for one 
year she paid a rental of $6 a month, and in- 
tended to deal in newspapers and magazines 
éxclusively. But her success in that Mne em- 
boldened her to branch out, and in a short 
time papers and periodicals were but a minor 
consideration in the numerous plans project- 
ed by the ambitious newasdealer. She still 
handies them, but rare books are now her 
strongest forte. 

Over on North avenue there igs a narrow 
hallway thet is occupied by a bird fahcler. 
Parrots are his strong hold. The wälls are 
fairly lined with their cages, and when all 
become excited their shrill shrieks and sense- 
less chatter are enough to turn a stronger 
brain than any parrot could ever lay claim to.

Blocks of Frozen Moisture Being 
Stored at the Rate of 120,000 Tons 
a Day—Harvest This Year Will Be 


Larger and of a Better Quality - 


than for Many Previous Seasons— 


Liquid Cold to Become Cheap. 


ONUNDRUM: What crop thrives in 
winter, dies in summer, ripens and is 
gathered-in zero weather, and grows 
downward instead of upward? An- 

ewer: Chicago’s most valuable harvest, 
which is just now being stored away at the 
rate.of 120,000 tons a day—the ice crop. 
There are farmers and farmers. Both the 
fice cultivator and the produce he grows are 
decidedly different from the types more 


commonly known throughout the rural dis- 


tricts. This particular kind of farmer is a 
big strapping six-footer, who drives a wagon 
and stands much abuse in summer while de- 
livering small chunks of congealed moisture 
to a sunstruck public. In winter he is a 
huge being wrapped in overcoats and muf- 
flers, who plows and scrapes, reaps and 
Stores in fair imitation of his warm weather 


' Drethrem. He casts an experienced eye at 
the weather and sniffs the breeze, hoping for 


‘@ clear sky and a hard freeze every bit as 
anxiously as the tiller of the fields longs for 
a warm sun and a gentle rain, He rides 
around in twelve feet of water on a raft con- 
sisting of a few blocks of ice. He takes cold 
plunge baths, 

The Chicago ice farmer is a city man, and 
he is in enormous demand just now. Five 
times as many skilled ice harvesters as are 
in the West could find employment for a 
short time at high wages. But those that 
know the business are few and far between, 
and are worth their weight in ice—at the 
price it. will command next summer. This 
is the reason that Chicago is only harvesting 
120,000 tons of ice a day. If enough men 
could be secured nearly double that amount 
would be in process of storage. 

The intense cold in the early part of week 
before last ripened the ice crop. It did not 
‘take long for the icemen to take advantage 
of the opportunity, and by Tuesday of that 
week gangs of men were at work storing 
enough cold to last through the coming sum- 
mer. Since then harvesting operations have 
“gone on incessantly, and if the weather holds 
cold for another week the best ice supply 


ever gathered in the West will be safely un- 


der cover. 
Ice to Be Cheap. 
» Ice will be cheap next summer. This, the 
.ice dealers say, is a certainty. Last sum- 
mer's ruinous prices for the frozen commod- 
ity were the result not so much of the open 
jwinter or the hot summer here as of the 
great demand for ice in other places. Chi- 
cago had enough stored for home corsump- 
tion with some left over, but other cities did 
not. Throughout the South there was the 
“greatest ice famine known in years, and the 
Chicago dealers could have disposed of their 
entire stocks at an advance of’$1 a ton over 
local prices. But they felt obliged to sup- 
ply home customers first, and so kept enough 
fo last the season out. But with the enor- 
mous quantities going into the ice houses 
mow it is a certainty that there will be plen- 
ty next hot weather for all the districts 
which want it. ‘ 
Two million tons of ice is about the figure 
at which men in the business estimate the 


crop this season. Engaged in getting it into 


shelter are at least 7,000 men, that the 


old adage of making hay :while the sun 


shines tis changed by the icémen to “ cut- 
ting ice while the cold continues,“ and it 13 
evident enough to the chance visitor that 
the spirit of both adages is being well car- 
ried out. Just give us a week more,“ say 
the proprietors, “‘and you can have all the 
Warm weather you want the rest of the 
twelve months.“ 

This enormous crop of ice is being gath- 
ered at all the clear lakes in the vicinity of 
Chicago. Wisconsin, Illinois, and Indiana 
are all being drawn on to furnish supplies for 
the use of this city during the coming 
months of hot weather. Lake Como, Lake 
Geneva, Diamond Lake, Stone Lake, Crystal 
Lake, Lake Mills, Wolf Lake, and Lake 
Michigan, as well as small bodies of water 
in the vicinity of La Porte, Lake Villa, Mad- 
ison, and Yorkville are a few of the places 
in the three States named which are fur- 
nishing ice to the twenty-six companies now 
devoting all their energies to preparing for 
the coming demand. 

Chains and Their Gangs. 


Capacity for cutting and storing ice is 
measured by chains among those expert 
in the business. This sounds particularly 
unintelligible to the ordinary person until 
it is known that a chain is the piece of ap- 
paratus which lifts the ice in cakes up from 
the water into the storage house. Chains 
have about the same capacity and require 
the same crew to keep them supplied with 
‘eakes to elevate. That is why each iceman 
knows how his harvest compares with that 
of his neighbors, since he can easily find out 
‘the number of chains eachisrunning. There 
-are at present about seventy-two chains in 
-operation about Chicago, exclusive of those 
belonging to the packing-houses. The crew 
needed to operate a chain and to cut and 
raft ice for it is about a hundred men, though 
more could be used. That is the reason ice- 
men are in such demand just now. Ice farm- 
ing is the one profession not overworked. 

Storing blocks of frozen water in a house 
is not at all the performance it was ten 
years ago. In ice harvesting, in fact, just 
as in every other branch of mechanical and 
industrial work, the greatest improvements 
have been made recently, as the demand for 
the commodity has grown, until the appli- 
ances of a few years back look ludicrously 
crude in comparison with those at present 
operated. Now an ice crop can be harvested 
fn about half the time needed five years ago. 

Down on Wolf Lake, just over the line in 
Indiana, is located the farms of the Knick- 
erbocker Ice company, the biggest single 
ice concern in the United States. Last Tues- 
day, under the personal supervision of Gen- 
eral Manager John S. Field, it made the star 
run of the season, and one which compares 
favorably with any ever made by any con- 
cern. It cut and packed in the houses 17,000 
tons of ice. This was accomplished by 974 
men, ninety horses. and four power-houses, 
operating eight chains. It is held up as 4 
record for the season. A visit to the ice fields 
‘owned by this company made by a reporter 
for THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE gave an idea of 
doo cutting and harvesting at its best. This 
A the way it is done: 

Laying Out the Field. 


When the ice becomes thick enough to be 
profitably cut, the first thing which must be 
done is to clear away the snow. This is ac- 
complished by a new type of plow which is 
far ahead of the old scrapers formerly used. 
The new machines are drawn by horses and 
are each operated by one man. They take 
the snow up cleanly and evenly until a load 
is secured, which is dumped by touching a 
lever while the machine isin motion. Five or 
six of these new plows, arranged at regular 
intervals, one behind and a little to the side 
of the other, clear up an expanse of icein an 
incredibly short space of time. 

As soon asa sufficiently large open space is 
secured the work of laying off a field is begun. 
It takes an old hand to do this as it should be 
done. First, sighting poles, 1,000 feet apart, 
are planted in theice. Then a chalk line is 
etretched down the ice in the direction of the

Where the Ice Comes From. . 


The Knickerbocker ice fields consist of 
1,000 acres in the northeast end of Wolf Lake. 
They are protected in every way from sew- 
age and contamipation, all marshes around 
the edges. being drained away to Calumet 
River. The lake is dammed in, and fs now 
twenty-two inches above the level of Lake 
Michigan. It is claimed to be filled with 
pure rain water, and such a proposition as 
letting Lake Michigan water in would be 
considered dangerous to public health. 
Snow fences have even been bullt around 
the edges, and have been found to more than 

ay for themselves in keeping drifts off the 
ce. From this piece of water nearly 800,000 
tons of ice will get to Chicago consumers. 

The company runs a small villege on the 
edge of the ice flelds. It has a number of 
cottages, a store, offices, and boarding- 
houses. In the boarding-houses there is ac- 
commodation for 500 men. Three meals a 
day and sleeping-room are given them. At 
the noon hour it ig a sight to see 280 men eat- 
ing at once, with food piled up between them 
so high it is almost impossible to see over 
it. It is a curious fact that the men eat less 
when plenty is put within their reach than 
2 — the food is brought on in small quan- 
tities. 

This week will see the end of the harvest 
of the ice crop. Even if the weather holds 
cold afterward ere will be but little to do 
for the farmers, for practically all the 
storage capacity will be taken up. Enough 
cold refreshment is already under cover in 


lines in the proper sequence of colurs, when. 
bitter experience has shown they would 
make dozens of mistakes a ddy if numbers 
were resorted to. When the red plow has 
been over a piece of ice the feld ‘s ready 
for further operations. 

Two men with hand saws are next in line. 
They cut out one row of cakes around the 
field, These cakes are then shoved down 
under the solid ice at the edges and the plow 
field is left a huge raft of half joincd squares. 
The submerged row of cakes is lost. 

The splitters are on duty next. They are 
put on the big floating fleld of squares and 
proceed to make it up into rafts.“ Each 
raft is twelve cakes wide and fifty long. The 
splitting is an astonishingly easy process, 
accomplished by blows from special wedge- 
shaped bars. When the ice is well plowed it 
splits easter than the Cook County machine. 

If the icehouse is at some distance from 
the field where the blocks are cut the rafts 
are made into towse and are pulled by 
horses down the narrow channel cut in the 
ice to the entrance of the house. A tow u:- 
ually consists of ten rafts, aggregating 
about 6,000 cakes and weighing in the 
neighborhood of 600 tons. In spite of its 
size and weight it is easy pulling for one 
horse, even against a head wind. 

Splitting Up the Rafts. 

Arrived in the vicinity.of the house, more 
splitters are set to work on the rafts. One 
man first cuts the whole piece across until 
its dimensions are twelve cakes by twenty- 
five. Then he slices off longitudinal sections 
of two by twenty-five, which are poled into 
the narrow channel leading to the foot of 
the elevator. One on either side of this 
channel stand two men armed with splitting 
bars. They take the raft on the fly and, 
striking together, dismember it into single 
pairs of cakes. The pairs in turn meet an-

ing its changes as it goes. But it requires 
just the right number of men and plenty 
of skill to keep the procession moving with- 
out serious hitches and delays. : 

The elevators are run by long cables driven 
by a steam engine at the power-house. They 
pick up the cakes and hurry them up the 
steep inclines into the sheds. They are built 
of huge iron chains erossed by hickory bars. 


If one of them runs at the rate of twenty- 


five bars a minute and averages three cakes 
to a bar, it would store away 45,000 cakes 
of ice in a ten-hour Gay, which some of the 
Wolf Lake chains did last Tuesday. 

On their upward trip on the elevator the 
cakes are run under a new device invented, 
along with most of the Wolf Lake apparatus, 
by Mr. Field. It consists of a set of knives 
and brushes which takes off the snow and 
dirt on the surface down to the clear ice. 
The slush and snow formed by the operation 
is carried by an endless chain running be- 
low out to the dump, some distance away, 
where huge piles of snow attest the worth 
of the new idea. 

Capt. Anson himself, with his most famous 
feats of catching, would find it hard to equal 
the skill shown by the packers inside of the 
ice-houses in stopping the cakes as they 
come in on the run from the elevators. 
These 200-pound blocks shoot down an in- 
cline and come with a rush which seems 
impossible to check. But a man with a 
pike-pole sticks a hook into each of them 
at just the right moment, and with a dexter- 
ous heavé swings it around off the chute and 
into place for the packing gang with an 
ease which would appear to come from long 
familiarity with the ways of meteorites. 

None but perfect cakes are packed, since 
the space is too valuable to be used up by 
irregular or undersized blocks. The poor 
ones are weeded out by men at the head of 
the chute. Each house is stored from the 
ground up. There are no floors and almost 
no partitions. Different windows are used 
to put the ice in as the piles grow higher and 
higher. When the roof is reached the work 
is done. 

‘Loading Cars from the Water. 

There is one chain at Wolf Lake which has 
a job considerably different from the lot of 
the others. It loads freight cars only. A 
long narrow platform extends between two 
spur tracks, and down the length of it the 
chain runs from the wat The ice blocks 
are picked up in single e and raised to 
this platform, being carried along it until 
they are snatched away by the pikemen into 
the various cars. This apparatus loads sev- 
eral trains a day, the ice being shipped di- 
rect to the city storehouses. 

Tee life of the ice farmer is not all beer 
and skittles. He gets up before daylight 
and works long after dark, helped by the 
lines of electric lights along the edge of the 
channels. The cold wind blowing down the 
stretches of ice cut him to the bone, and the 
icy water freezes along the handles of the 
pike-poles, sticking gloves and hands in 
one freezing mass. Nothing but heavy work, 
and lots of it, keeps him alive from frost 
bites. But the pay is good. 

Every now and then a man falls into the 
water. When one does, a dozen poles and 
strong arms are ready to help him out. He 
is immediately started on a run for the 
boarding-house, where he is given a hot 
drink and made to change his clothes. The 
damage done, thanks to this,treatment, is 
always slight. . 

It is a curious fact that there are always 
places in an ice field that are slow to freeze 
over, and are hence weak. Every now and 
then such a spot is struck, and down goes a 
horse—and often a man, too. It might seen 
a difficult thine to save a horse from drown- 
ing in floating and breaking ice, but it is 
easy if one only knows how. First orders 
are for the nearest person to hold the ani- 
mal’s head above the water, no matter how 
much it struggles. Then when a sufficient 
number of men have arrived, a slip-noose is 
thrown over the horse’s head and puiled 
tight. Once choked, the air in the animal’s 
lungs floats it high in the water. A gang 
of men catch hold of the rope, and witha run, 
they carry the carcass skating up onto the 
firm ice. When fairly in safety again, the 
horse usually manages to get its feet under

HAS A MADSTONE WITH A HISTORY. 


Bit of Rock Belonging to Mrs. M. E. 
Sauter Said to Have Often Warded 
Or Hydrophobia. 


Mrs. M. E. Sauter,-who lives at No. 215 
Fullerton avenue, is the possessor of the old 
Sauter madstone. The older resjdents of 
Iroquois County, III., remember the stone 
well, it having been used several times in 
cases of rattlesnake and mad dog bites, in- 
variably eradicating the poison. The present 
owner of the wonderful stone is 90 years old 
and very wrinkled. By her appearance she 
night be 100. Her husband, who is now 
dead, was bitten by a mad dog nearly fifty 
years ago and cured by the application of 
the stone. A son bitten by the same dog 
died on the twelfth day in horribleagony. 

Mrs. Sauter claims the stone has cured 
hundreds to her certain knowledge, and she 
still finds occasion to let it out at a good 
price. Her usual charge is $10. 

Mrs. Sauter’s great-grandfather, who was 
an associate of Daniel Boon® in Kentucky., 
obtained it from an Indian he had befriended. 
The Indian urged Mrs. Sauter’s ancestor 
never to part with the stone, as his family. 
would never cease to be prosperous with it 
in their possession. 

This madstone—there are only three others 
in this country—is of a greenish color, of a 
soapstone character, about the size and 
shape of a horse chestnut, and quite porous. 

Mrs. Sauter, describing the method of ap- 
plication, says: 

“* Soak the stone in hot water a little while 
and place it on the bite, first making the sore 
bleed a little, which will make the stone ad- 
here better. If there is poison the stone will 
cling and remain until the venom is all re- 
moved by suction. Then wash the stone 
again in hot water and the water will be 
found covered with a white scum. This is 
the poison.”’ * 

The Widow Sauter believes the stone orig- 
inally came from a deer’s stomach.

First, met gin diy method of the old Italian 
2 g school, inherited from hd taught 

er mother, who was a fa 

4 father, who was a fine tenor, and her 

half brother, Antonio Barili, a great musi- 

clan and singing maestro. 

Second, her systematic, almost mechani- 
cal life in eating, drinking, and exercise, a 
life of privation and toil. 

Third, her right of ahoice, according to her 
contract, of the operas and songs; each 
fitted the register of her voice. 

Fourth, she seldom attended rehearsals, 

and so did not fatigue her voice. 
Fifth, she never sang when Slightly in- 
disposed, no matter the price offered, and 
she never forced her voice for effect, as, 
‘Benerally, all the singers do. 

Sixth, the last and most indisputable reason 
why Patti s voice has lasted so long, and in 
‘my belief it will last at least half a dozen years 
longer—I hope so—is a mathematical reason, 
which I will present in the form of the fol- 
lowing problem: I know as an opera mana- 
ger that sopranos, mezzo-sopranos, contral- 
tos, tenors, baritones, and bassos, for forty 
years or more enerally have been engaged 
by the impresarios to sing four times a w eck, 
with few exceptions. Admit that the career of 
a prima donna lasts twenty years. The aver- 
age season of an opera singer is seven 
months in a year. Singing seventeen times 
@ month, or 119 times in the season, for 
twenty seasons, the singer would have a 
total of 2,880 times singing. Patti has sung 
on an average ten times a month—I Know it 
positively—each seven months, making st v- 
enty times. In the thirty-seven years of her 
career, just ended, she would have sung 
2,590 times. It will be seen that she has sung 
in the .thirty-seven years of her career, 
210 more times than the other prima 
donnas of her era in careers of twenty years. 

Should this not demonstrate to readers 
convincingly why Patti’s voice has lasted 
so long? There is nomystery nor any secret 
about it. Rubini, the greatest tenor of the 
century, used to say: The more Voice you 
use, the less remains.“ Patti has adopted 
this rule, and that is fhe reason her divine 
voice has survived those of her contempo- 
raries and rivals.
